Foreign cash 
to flood in? 




VANCOUVER (UPI) - An 
apparent split in the federal 
cabinet could open the way to 
the greatest boom in foreign 
ownership in Canadian history 
despite recent legislation to 
screen foreign investment, the 
Committee for an Indepen¬ 
dent Canada warned Friday. 

C1C national chairman Rob¬ 
ert Page accused Finance 
Minister John Turner of 
promising investment dealers 
in June they would have 
"complete freedom” to obtain 
money abroad to help finance 
development in the next dec¬ 
ade. 


Speaking at a news confer¬ 
ence at the opening of the 
three-day committee annuo! 
meeting. Page charged that 
Turner's stand amounted to a 
"direct attack” on a new' 
foreign investment review act 
introduced by Trade and In¬ 
dustry Minister Alastair Gille¬ 
spie to regulate aspects of 
foreign ownership in Canada. 

"He (Turner) urged his lis¬ 
teners to go to member states 
of the Organization of Petro¬ 
leum-Exporting Countries and 
raise as much capital as they 
could,” Page said.

Big U.S. dam 
just escapes 
strong quakes 

OROVILLE, Calif. (UPI) — A senes of earth¬ 
quakes, centered only five miles from the nation’s 
tallest earthfilled dam, rolled across a sprawling 
section of northern and central California, Friday. 

The strongest quake, which registered 6.1 on the 
Richter scale at Cal Tech, injured 10 to 15 people, 
one of them reportedly serious. It shook an area 300 
miles long and 175 miles wide. 

Plate glass windows at Oroville shattered, shop¬ 
pers fled into the streets, goods were knocked from 
store shelves and several building walls were cracked. 
Some residents said it lasted about a minute. 

It was the most powerful 
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earthquake in California since 
the San Fernando temblor on 
Feb. 9. 1971, which killed 65 
persons and caused 9500 mil¬ 
lion property damage. That 
quake registered 6.5. 

The state department of 
w’ater resources established 
the epicenter at five miles 
from 770 - foot high Oroville 
Dam, which impounds more 
than 3.4 million acre-feet of 
water. The huge dam is the 
keystone of the California 
w’ater project which exports 
northern water to the arid 
south. 

A n employee walkine 
across the dam when the 
quake began said it caused a 
ripple on the lake surface but 
no damage was reported to 
the embankment or its po¬ 
werhouse. 

The quake was felt in Red¬ 
ding to the north and as far 
a^av as Fresno in the San 
Joaquin Valley to the south. It 
spanned the width of Califor¬ 
nia, from San Francisco to 
Carson City, Nev.

On proposals for a Macken¬ 
zie Valley oil or natural gas 
pipeline Page charged Cana¬ 
dian Arctic Ges and multina¬ 
tional oil corporations with 
doing a "snow job” on the Ca¬ 
nadian government. He vowed 
the CIC will dig in for a tough 
fight against the project at 
national energy board hear¬ 
ings. 

The CIC wants the project 
delayed until there is proof 
the nation needs the energy 
and Canada can provide fi- 
n a n c i n g from domestic 
sources.

Egypt bucks militants 
in “expel Israel »’ move 


KAMPALA. Uganda (APt Egypt 

bucked more-militant Arab states in the Or¬ 
ganization of African Unity on Friday and 
refused to support a move to expel Israel 
from the United Nations. 

It then abandoned its own proposal to sus¬ 
pend Isr ael fro m-the- world -body when it 
became clear there was substantial opposi¬ 
tion and backed a watered-down resolution 
adopted by'the OAU. 

The Middle East debate began Thursday 
night and wound up early Friday as African 
presidents and prime ministers completed 
their 12th annual summit. 


Peter Onu of Nigeria, assistant secretary- 
general of the OAU. told reporters the sum¬ 
mit adopted a resolution that "requests all 
member states to take the most adequate 
.measures in order to reinforce the pressure 
exerted on Israel at the United Nations and 
its specialized agencies, including the possi¬ 
bility of eventually depriving it of its mem¬ 
bership.” 

The measure was weaker than either of 
two proposals before the summit — an Egyp- 
- tian one asking that Israel be suspended until 
it withdraws 'from occupied Arab lands, and 
one by the Palestine Liberation Organization 
calling for Israel's outright expulsion.

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Dam escapes quakes 


35 leaders sign peace pact 


HELSINKI (UPI) — Lead- 
m of 35 nation* concluded 
their “*uper*ummit” Friday 
— the biggest since Europe 
wee remapped following Na¬ 
poleon's'defeat - and signed 
a 30,000-word guideline for 
leaoe, security and greater 
human freedom*. 

Presidents and prime fnin- 
Isters from all the nations on 
the divided continent of 
K’urope except Albania, plus 
president Ford and prime 
minister Trudeau, endorsed 
the historic, 400-page docu¬ 
ment, bound in green leather 
and embossed in gold — “The 
final adt of the conference on 
security and co-operation in 
Europe.” 

They sat in a row, signing 
with individual pens from left 
to right in French alphabeti¬ 
cal order. 

This gave Chancellor Hel¬ 
mut Schmidt of West Ger¬ 


many (Republique Federal# 
d'Allemagne) the right to sign 
first. Ford was third (etat* 
unis d’Amerique). President 
Tito of Yugoslavia was last. 

As the leaders shook hand* 
and congratulated each other 
after the ceremony, there 
were tears In the eyes of 
l^eonid Brezhnev, general sec-^ 
ret ary of the Soviet Comnfu-' 
nist Party, who considers the 
conference a crowning per¬ 
sonal achievement. 

Before the solemn ceremo¬ 
ny closing the largest summit 
conference in European his¬ 
tory, Ford-warned his fellow 
leaders: 

“Peace is not a piece of 
paper.” 

Brezhnev listened intently 
a* Ford said people are tired 
of “empty words and unful¬ 
filled pledges” and eastern 
nation* must now permit 
freer movement of people and 


reduction of military forces in 
Europe. 

All western leaders echoed 
this demand during the three- 
day summit in Helsinki* 
gleaming white marble and 
modernistic Finlandia House 
conference and conceit ball. 

East-West power Woes will 
soon be tested in translating 
their solemn pledges of de¬ 
tente into a solid commitment 
to lower their menacing mili¬ 
tary posture in Europe. 

Soon representatives of the 
Warsaw Pact and of the 
North Atlantic Treaty. Organi¬ 
zation will meet in Vienna to 
try for an agreement on cut¬ 
ting down their troops And ar¬ 
maments in central Europe, 
where they have been facing 
each" other for more than 
quarter of a century.

Man, 85, left to die 
by fellow residents 


VANCOUVER (CP)-Edwin 
(Ponting, 85, who fell in a hall¬ 
way early Thursday at a pri¬ 
vate Vancouver boarding 
home for elderly men, died 
four hours later In the hall¬ 
way where he lay while other 
people stepped over his body. 

City police are trying to de¬ 
termine why he lay there so 
long and also why almost two 
hours elapsed between the 
time Ponting was found dead 
and the time police were 
notified. 

Police said Ponting, whose 
legs were in such bad condi¬ 
tion he was barely able to 
walk, went naked into the 
hallway about 3.30 a.m. 
Thursday and fell in front of a 
door. 

He died about four hours 
later, although at least five 
persons heard him fall or saw 
him lying on the floor. 

His roommate, Joseph *Mog- 
den, 86, who also has trouble 
walking, said he managed to 
get to the door and saw Pont¬ 
ing lying on the floor. 

Mogden couldn’t help him- 
up alone but he put an over¬ 
coat over him and a pillow 
under bis head to help him 
sleep overnight on the floor. 

“He was unable to movp 
and he shouted and pounded 


on the door for help,” the po¬ 
lice report laid. 

“Because he was too feeble 
himself, he asked another res¬ 
ident to get help,” thfe police 
report said. “The other man 
Apparently did nothing in re¬ 
sponse to the request for 
help.” 

Police said the dying man 
continued to call and one resi¬ 
dent opened the door of his 
room, then shut it. Other 
room occupants told the man 
to shut up and go away. 

The report said he was still 
pleading for help and pound¬ 
ing at 7:30 a.m. while other 
elderly residents, on their 
way to breakfast, must have 
stepped over him. 

At 8 a.m. another resident 
brought the man some break¬ 
fast and found him dead. 

Police said the man ap¬ 
parently. lay unattended until 
someone phoned an ambu¬ 
lance an hour and 50 minutes 
later. 

The report showed the rest 
home was licensed in the 
name of Maureen Hogness. 
Two people shown in the po¬ 
lice report as being in charge 
of the home are Ellen 
Hogness and Sue Stuntebeck. 

Neither Maureen or Ellen 
Hogness coUlri he contacted. 


Miss Stuntebeck, 54. would 
not comment except to say: 
"God't orders. I am going on 
God’s orders.” 

Mis* Stuntebeck said the 
home operators, who do not 
provide nursing care, had ap¬ 
plied to the welfare authori¬ 
ties three months ago to have 
the man who died transferred 
to an acute care home. She 
said the department did not 
reply. 

“I am not to blame for 
this,” she said. “You’re hold¬ 
ing me responsible. Welfare* 
knows all about this and they 
haven’t done anything.” 

She said the dead man was 
extremely large and heavy 
and could not move his legs. 
She said she is the only staff 
member present at all times 
in the home. 

”1 couldn't move him be¬ 
cause he couldn't use his legs 
to brace against anything to 
help lift himself,’’ she said. 

Alexander Shapka, 92. a 
home resident, said he heard 
the man calling, but there 
was nothing he could do. 

“He was a big man. He fell 
down in front of my dbur. T 
couldn’t help because I’ve had 
a Stroke and can't move go 
well/'

After complex 
conversions the magnitudes 
are expressed in numbers and 
dec unala— usually between 3 
and 8. 

A difference of one whole 
point, on the scale, says 
McMachan. means the quake 
is ten times larger. 

The definitive size of the 
latest Californian quake will 
not be known for three or four 
days. 

In Orovttle, a farmang and 
outdoor recreation community 
of about 7,500, gas and water 
pipes were severed. Tele¬ 
phone and power lines were 
broken. Huge boulders broke 
loose from hillsides and rolled 
across highways 
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Most downtown ^businesses 
and the Butte County adminis¬ 
tration building were closed 
early and employees sent 
home. A nursing home was 
evacuated of 13 elderly pa¬ 
tients when a ceiling fell and 
there were reports of a few 
small fires. 

A hospital emergency clinic 


said five persona were treated 
for injuries, the most serious 
of which oc cured when a 
power saw fell on the hand of 
a sawmill worker. 

Nearby two inches of bever¬ 
ages flooded the floor of a 
liquor store ~ after bottles 
crashed from the shelves. 

One of the most severe 
earthquakes to hit any part-of 
Canada in recorded history 
struck near Campbell River 
in 1946 on a quiet 5unday 


morning In a relatively un¬ 
populated and' undeveloped 
part of Vancouver Inland. 

The quake took the life of a 
fisherman (loading ballast 
onto his motor boat anchored 
off Maple Guard Spit) but 
apart from minor injuries 
caused by broken glass, flying 
debris and faUling brickwork, 
there were no other casual¬ 
ties. 

The quake registered 7.3 on 
the Richter scale.

After all, for first¬ 
time users, it takes time to 
adjuit the sporran and make 
sure the skean-dhu is secure 
in the sock. 

But the old political warrior 
just couldn’t concentrate on 
the kilt. He said he is “deeply 
touched” by the plea of the 
prime minister to have his 
taxes adjusted on his 632-acre 
property in the Laurentians. 

Trudeau has written the 
town of St. Adolphe d’Howand, 
claiming an overpayment of

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Taxation prospects 


V ICTORIA’S MAYOR Peter Pollen has a pessi¬ 
mistic view of the federal government’s new 
$100 million program to help solve urban transpor¬ 
tation problems. The money will be available over a 
five-year period beginning in 1977, partly as grants 
and partly as loans, for provinces and municipal¬ 
ities agreeing to an over-all strategy for urban 
management and undertaking the provision of 
« commuter services. 

There may be something in it for metropolitan 
Vancouver, where both the province artd the region 
are looking at light rail transit possibilities (in 
some apparent conflict) and where the population is 
large enough to warrant the dispensation of a sig¬ 
nificant portion of $100 million. There could even 
be something there for Greater Victoria, if the 
province ever does anything about perimeter park¬ 
ing and light transit to and from the city core. But 
don’t bet on it. 

H/ Mavor Pollen’s doubts are based on tne divi¬ 
sion of $100 million among perhaps 16 cities, some 
of them with vastly larger populations and sizes 
than Victoria, and starting in 1977—which, al¬ 
though he does not say so expressly, means after 
another 20 per cent or more of inflation, probably. 
Even now, he does note, an Ottawa bicycle path 
has cost $23 million. 

What would help, Mayor Pollen observes, 
would be a solid 6hare of corporation and personal 
income taxes for municipalities. 

The idea has been around for years, decades 
even, and it seems to grow no nearer to acceptance 


by the federal government (which at any rate 
would not share its own income tax revenue direct¬ 
ly with municipalities) or the B.C. provincial gov¬ 
ernment. Politically it is more attractive for senior 
governments to give municipalities grants—to be 
“generous”— .than to adlot them a fixed proportion 
of revenues as of right But changes could lie 
ahead. . • 

For one thing the B.C’. government has in one 
instance departed from past practice and given the 
municipalities a set share of natural gas export rev- N 
enue above $1 a thousand cubic feet—one-third of 
it. And for another, for lack of further manifesta¬ 
tions of “a new deal for cities,” the chances are 
that the cries ofc^anguish from municipal taxpayers 
next year will be louder than ever. 

It has been bad enough this year, with taxa¬ 
tion-value assessments frozen and therefore no dis¬ 
guising of the increases in tax rates. In the Victoria 
area, the rotes rose by 17.55 per cent in Victoria it- 
sejf—the smallest increase, but based on one of the 
previously highest rates—and, at, the other ex¬ 
treme, by 31.1 per cent In North Saanich, which 
previously and still had the lowest total tax rate, 
and where the School District 63 levy was responsi¬ 
ble for 11.4'mills of the 14.8-miU rise. 

But it isn’t certain that new assessments will 
be in effect next year, and even if thfey are, the per¬ 
centage increases in dollars of taxation likely will 
be as great—greater where strike-lockout situa¬ 
tions “saved” money last spring. And the time is 
dwindling before the NDP government has to face 
the electors.

A FIERCE ARGUMENT is going on among at¬ 
mospheric scientists about the possibility that 
fluorocarbon gases from aerosol sprays are eroding 
the ozone layer in the stratosphere which protects 
the earth from harmful solar radiation. Some have 
also contended that exhaust gases from very-high¬ 
flying supersonic airliners would do the same 
thing, if they were to come into use in large 
numbers. 

Experiments at the U.S. National Centre for 
Atmospheric Research recently have shown that 
the fluorocarbon gases have made their way into 
the stratosphere. They have not shown, however, 
that the gases are responsible for any adverse ef¬ 
fect on the ozone. And on this there are two oppos¬ 
ing views. 

One is that on the basis of theoretical calcula¬ 
tions and the actual finding of fluorocarbons in the 
high stratosphere, it must be accepted that the 
gases from the billions of aerosol cans used each 
year are destroying the ozone layer through chemi¬ 
cal action and that this type of propellant therefore 
itfiould be banned without delay. The other — and 
Professor Richard Scorer of Imperial College, Lon¬ 
don, has been touring the United States putting 


forward this belief — is that the atmosphere is 
quite able to handle, in its vastness and complexity, 
this and other assaults by man. 

Another British scientist has concluded from 
measurements of natural sources or gases like the 
fluorocarbons that the aerosol contribution to the 
substances in the atmosphere that might destroy 
ozone would be extremely minor — almost nothing 
that the atmosphere had not been accommodating 
through time. 

And yet if there is any danger, the world cer¬ 
tainly wants to know about it. 

It is gratifying, therefore, that a Canadian sci¬ 
entific team is to be in the forefront in attempts to 
find a more certain answer, using four huge (bal¬ 
loons at a station near Yorkton, Sask., to carry 
equipment more than 20 miles up into the strato¬ 
sphere in an effort through 12 separate experi¬ 
ments for each balloon to determine now the ozone 
layer Is being affected. 

A layman may wonder how much propellant 
gas finds its way into the sky over the Canadian 
prairies. But at the very least, the Canadian team 
will be in there trying, and advertising the fact 
that Canada is not lacking in advanced technology. 


U.S. buoyancy has faded 


Sundown for an affluent society 


Food shortage*, even food 
riots, in the richest state of 
the wealthiest nation in his¬ 
tory? 

When President Ftord 
ushered in the New Year w ith 
his State of the Union speech, 
saying: “I have bad news, the 
state of the union is not 
good,” he did not expfcqlthe 
recession to reach such pro¬ 
portions. 

Without doubt, although in¬ 
flation is weli above the 12 
per-cent mark, and unemploy¬ 
ment will probably pass 10 
percent by the end of the 
year, the present economic 
situation is not to be com¬ 
pared to the Great Depression 
of the 1930s. 

Nonetheless, the buoyancy 
of the “affluent society” of 
the 1950s and 1960s has faded. 

And the most striking re¬ 
sponse so far has appeared in 
Los Angeles, the largest city 
in California, a state that ac¬ 
counts for 13 per cent of U.S. 
agricultural production and a 
substantial industrial capaci¬ 
ty. 

Word leaked oat not long 
ago that the Los Angeles po¬ 
lice, probably the most so¬ 
phisticated force in the na¬ 
tion, has begun a training pro¬ 
gram to prepare far “food 
riots” and possible labor dis¬ 
turbances. 


“If the economy goes really 
bad we need to be prepared,” 
said Division Commander 
Prank Brittell. In California 
unemployment is well above 
the national average (8.7 per 
t ent) at 10 per cent, and Brit- 
tell made front-page head¬ 
lines. ‘‘Face it,” he said, 
guys might be out of work 
for a long time, broke and 
tiungiy. You dan’t tell what 
they’ll do.” 

Since the Watts Riots in 
1965 when, the rebellion in Loa 
\ngeles* black ghetto oaughtr 
the police off guard, the po¬ 
lice department has devel¬ 
oped sophis floated forms of 
social control.

strations against the Vietnam 
war, and black discontent 
arose in the late 1900a, law 
and order became the politi¬ 
cal slogan in the United 
States. 

Government institu¬ 
tions such as the GLA and 
FBI (Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation!, it has recently 
been disclosed, engaged in 
spying and disrupting of lef¬ 
tist groups. The CIA alone 
had dossiers on 10,000 Ameri¬ 
cans. 

Under Nixon the Law En¬ 
forcement Assistance Act 
gave extra federal money t<# 
beef-up local police forces 
(police forces in at least 12 
major cities have received 
training from the CIA).

The Los Angeles police 
created its own intelligence 
division (a sort of mini-CIA), 
the Criminal Conspiracy Sec¬ 
tion, to monitor radical activi¬ 
ty. The blunt speaking Brittell 
was until recently head of an¬ 
other special unit of the LA 
police, SWAT (Special Weap¬ 
ons and Tactics) squad. 

SWAT is an elite group to 
control major disturbances, 
developed after the Watts 
Riots. Working with the FBI, 
it was the unit that fired 1,000 
rounds of ammunition, includ¬ 
ing same special weapons de-. 
veloped In Vietnam, into the 
house where five Symbionese 
Liberation Army (SLA) 
members were hiding out last 
year. All five died. 

Brittell’s "riots” statement 
created a heated controversy 
in Los Angeles. Many critics 
feared widespread police-state 
tactics. 

Pblice Chief Ed Davis, head 
of the more than 8,000 strong 
force, held a press conference 
to assuage popular criticism. 
He discouilted any possibility 
of food riots but admitted: 
“We thought it expedient to 
anticipate from the rapidly 
changing economy some form 
of protest.” 

'•’The degree of severity may 


be debated, but all across the 
nation signs of growing eco¬ 
nomic disparity are e’Wdent. 
In San Francisco, one in four 
residents is a welfare recipi¬ 
ent. 

On the east coast, the small 
town of Q arks burg, West Vir¬ 
ginia (pop. 25,000) had not 
had an armed robbery in 
more than two years until last 
December. Then several fac¬ 
tories, reflecting the growing 
decline in industrial produc¬ 
tivity (3.6 per-cent in Febru¬ 
ary), closed and unemploy¬ 
ment skyrocketed. 

Several robberies were car¬ 
ried out by lald-off workers. 
Police Chief Sam Paletta in¬ 
vited the FBI to conduct sem¬ 
inars far law enforcement of¬ 
ficials on armed robberies, 
roadblocks and barricading. 

"There’s a generally held 
belief that there is a direct 
relationship between the level 
of the economy and Abe level 
of crime,” says Glen King, 
executive direotor of the In- 
temati ml Association of Po¬ 
lice Chiefs. 

"Generally, police agencies 
operate on the premise that 
.the higher the level of the 
economy, the less the amount 
of crime.” 

In Nashville, Tennessee, the 
relation between unemploy¬ 
ment and crime is becoming 
evident. Joe Casey, Nash- 
ville’s police chief says: 
“Until aobut a month and a 
half agp, about 80 per-cent of 
the people involved in rob- 
.beries were connected to nar¬ 
cotics — they were supporting 
a habit. 


‘ Rut of the people we have 
been apprehending lately, 
more and more have l>een 
saying they did it because 
they were out of work." 

A 36-year-old unemployed 
carpenter, with no previous 
conviction, pleaded guilty to 
robbing a store of $84. After 
taking the money, he went 
right into another market and 


spent it cm food for his family. 

“My kids were, crying be¬ 
cause they hadn’t eaten for a 
couple of days,” he told the 
court. 

One of the hardest hit cities 
is Detroit, Michigan, the U.S. 
car centre. As sales have 
dropped with the fourfold rise 
in oil prices, tens of thousands 
of workers are unemployed. 
Some estimates put unem¬ 
ployment there at 35 t>er cent. 

More than half U.S. work¬ 
ers are employed in the serv¬ 
ices or non-pvoductive sector, 
so . among the white collar 
class crime is also on the 
ruse. One area is the mail 
system. 

The consumer is often the 
victim of fraudulent business 
schemes involving things like 
insurance. One attorney says: 
“We’re seeing things these 
days that are really wiki. At 
any other time they wouldn’t 
even be thought up.” 


In many countries, the ciflN 
rent level of corruption, 
crime, strife and all the trap¬ 
pings of economic malaise 
probably would not trigger 
much response. 

But in the U.S.. long the 
symbol of affluence to the 
"\vorl37 the idea of scarcity is 
foreign. The global’ eminence 
of the U.S., which began to 
dissipate In 1971 with dollar 
devaluation, however, may be 
in its early stages of decline. 
Statistics for industrial 
growth and production in key 
sectors of the U.S. are well 
behind many countries in 
Europe and in Japan. 

Although many U.JS. of¬ 
ficials and business leaders 
- promise an upswing in the 
economy, those who adminis¬ 
trate the consequences of 
recession appear to be pre¬ 
paring for the worsl 
Predictions of food riots 
may be premature and exag 1 
gerated, but merely consider¬ 
ing such notions in the nation 
that is the ‘‘breadbasket of 
the world” is an indicator of 
tlie state of affairs. •

Question¬ 
ing and criticiam of the de¬ 
tente version of appeasement 
policy does not mean or im¬ 
ply ’armongering, nor does 
it imply rejection of efforts to 
improve East-West relations. 
On the contrary. Questioning 
n# the false security the 
democracies are buying by 
continually giving in to total¬ 
itarian expansion pressures 
seeks genuine towering of ten¬ 
sions through realistic recip¬ 
rocal co-existence accommo¬ 
dation. 

Far from fanning war psy¬ 
chosis. critics of the make- 
heHeve rapprochement that is 
disarming the democracies

work for real detente which is 
absolutely essential for Sur¬ 
vival of mankind. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the fashionable sooth¬ 
sayers have succeedM in con¬ 
fusing the Issues to the point 
where any attempt to analyze 
these vital matters is immedi¬ 
ately damned as warmonger¬ 
ing revival of antl-CornmWffst 
hysteria. The clincher in¬ 
variably Is that it’s useless 
and dangerous anyway be¬ 
cause the only alternative to 
detente on Soviet terms is nu¬ 
clear holocaust. So let’s not 
say wiything, however true it 
may Be, that could “provoke” 
or annoy Moscow and Peking. 

This see-no-evil attitude is 
based on the premise that 
unless the West goes on re¬ 
treating and surrendering to 
the totalitarian*, they will re¬ 
sort to doomsday weapons to 
get what they want, regard¬ 
less of the risk that they too 
would perish in the process. 

It’s a curiously unbalanced 
and illogical assumption. Not 
only because the totalitarian* 
would gain nothing by inciner¬ 
ating what they are after. 
In every one of the instances

when the West refused to 
cave in (as in the Berlin con¬ 
frontation and the Cuban mis¬ 
sile crisis) they pulled beck 
from the brink. As a matter 
of fact, whenever the West 
stood firm, they were sudden¬ 
ly, if only temporarily, willing 
to negotiate mutually accept¬ 
able arrangements. 

★ ★ ★ 

That’s why Nobel Prize-win¬ 
ning Russian author Alexan¬ 
der Solzhenitsyn, who knows 
the totalitarian mind better 
than anyone else, calls the 
constant retreat of the West, 
with one capitulation after an¬ 
other, “something that Is in¬ 
comprehensible to the ordi¬ 
nary human mind.” 

During the 30 years since 
the end of the Second World 
War, in which the democra¬ 
cies had been victorious, 
“more was surrendered to to¬ 
talitarianism than ever in the 
world history” even by those 
who had suffered defeat. 

The 30 years of needless re¬ 
treat have generated, he says, 
a 'very dangerous sentiment. 
“The feel for the world that 


comes as a result of this sen¬ 
timent is to give in as quickly 
as possible, to give up as 
quickly as possible, and to get 
peace and quiet at any co6t.” 

To get peace and quiet at 
- any cost, Western political 
leaders assembled in Helsinki 
to sign what Solzhenitsyn 
calls “an amicable agreement 
of diplomatic shovels that 
will bury and pack down still¬ 
breathing bodies in a common 
grave.” 

He was referring to the cer¬ 
emonial culmination of the so- 
called European Security Con¬ 
ference which has been in 
fact the funeral service for 
the still-breathing bodies of t 
the slave-nations of Soviet 
Empire. 

Those who believe that by 
writing off half of Europe the 
West will buy peace and quiet 
for itself are as naive oor blind 
as those who in 1938 hailed 
Chamberlain on his return 
from Munich as the savior' of 
peace for our time. 

“Alas,” as Solzhenitsyn 
puts it, “such Is human na¬ 
ture that we never feel the 
sufferings of others until we 
ourselves have to share 
them.”

Today 
In History

The colony of British Co¬ 
lumbia was founded 116 years 
ago — in 1859 — as soon as 
gold was discovered in the 
Fraser River. The United 
States boundary had been 
fixed in 1846 but until the gold 
rush, only Vancouver Island, 
a separate colony, was an or¬ 
ganized settlement. British 
Columbia joined Canada in 
1871. 

1610—Explorer Henry Hud¬ 
son entered the bay,' later 
named for him. 

1877 Sir James Douglas, 
firs! governor of British Co¬ 
lumbia. died. 

1934- President von Hinden- 
burg of Germany died and 
Hitler assumed full power. 


Every weekend when the 
weather is right an assorted 
group of businessmen from 
the New York area pile into 
station wagons with a curious 
cargo of cannons, pikes, mus¬ 
kets, tents and primitive cook¬ 
ing equipment to set up a mil¬ 
itary camp in the manner of 
the 18th century. Most recent¬ 
ly it was on the football field 
of East Hampton High School 
where they spent a couple of 
windy days demonstrating to 
the populace how the common 
soldier lived at the time of the 
American Revolution. 

The Brigade of the Ameri¬ 
can Revolution, to which 
these men belong, is one of 
the nK)6t ambitious pieces of 
private enterprise in the pre¬ 
mature celebration of the U.S- 
bicentennial, still almost a 
year hence. With a foresight 
that most state and local 
authorities lacked, George 
Neumann, a Long Island com¬ 
pany executive, realized back 
in 1961 that there would be a 
bicentennial coming along, 
formed the brigade and be¬ 
came its first commander. 

For him and for the 200 or so 
men who belong, it Is a hobby 
and quite an expensive one. 
With painstaking attention to 
historical detail they have ac¬ 
coutred themselvgs as sol¬ 
diers of 1776, from the bare¬ 
foot colonist farmers of the 
Apf>alachians with home¬ 
made pikes and squirrel rifles 
to the splendidly uniformed 
troops of King George III of 
England. 

★ ★ ★ 

Theirs is no light-hearted 
game of dressing up. They 
have spent hours in museums 
and reference libraries noting 
how the revolutionary soldiers 
were dressed, the kinds of 
weapons they carried and the 
way they fired them, the tents 
they used for their encamp¬ 
ments, the food they ate and 
the way they cooked it. the 
type of drill they did and the 
exact orders from military 
manuals of the period. 

Before a crowd of resident* 
and holidaymakers at the 
high school here, they did 
some 18th century drilling, 
fought a battle or two with 
blank ammunition, held a 
mock trial for an Insubordi¬ 
nate volunteer, and between 
times chatted with their 
wives, also in Ihe dress of

1776, who were gallantly pro¬ 
ducing a lunch of pea soup, 
bacon, corn and apple fritters 
from 19th century recipes 
cooked in open pans over fit¬ 
fully smouldering camp fires. 

“It’s a wonderful experi¬ 
ence and one in which the 
whole family can take part,” 
says George Neumann’s wife, 
Diana, who happily makes the 
switch from her own labor- 
saving kitchen. 

“Many couples bring their 
children too. They love dress- 
• ing up and we organize games 
for them. In the old days sol¬ 
diers’ families travelled with 
the regiments so this wouldn’t 
be a proper Revolutionary 
Brigade without us. 


“My husband started on 
this project early so thift by 
the bicentennial we would be 
through all our mistakes. At 
first we made errors in repro¬ 
ducing the uniforms. On some 
the lapels weren’t ri^ht and a 
lot of coats had to go back to 
the tailor. The first knapsacks 
we made didn J t look quite au¬ 
thentic so we made new ones.. 
And some of the leatherwork 
wasn’t correct.” 

Metal button^ for the uni¬ 
forms were careful oopies of 
originals which had been dug 
up from the sites of revolu¬ 
tionary battles. But most of 
the revolutionary-style flint¬ 
lock weapons are imported 
from Japan. 

“The Japanese make ex¬ 
cellent reproductions.” saya 
William Dixon of Staten Is¬ 
land, New York, wearing the 
sage green and cream wool 
uniform of a recruit to Billops 
Corps. Billops was a Staten 
Island man who was given a 
colonelcy by the British to 
raise a corps, he explains. 
“These loyalists were very 
well organized. But the 
various contingents had quite 
different uniforms, and so did 
the revolutionaries. Before 
long it was like Vietnam: both 
sides looked alike ” 

William Dixon, who works 
in a brokerage office, says 
that the first members of the 
brigade were “a bunch of 
guys who liked to shoot flint¬ 
lock weapons. This revolution¬ 
ary war group was an excusa 


for them to do It. Later it at¬ 
tracted historians wljo de¬ 
manded authenticity. So the 
brigade became more ambi¬ 
tious and decided to recreate 
the everyday life of the com¬ 
mon soldier of the period.” 

Dixon and his wife studied 
and sketched in the costume 
institute of New York’s Metro¬ 
politan Museum before they 
made his uniform. They used 
homespun wool dyed to speci¬ 
fication : that and the weapons 
cost $1,000. 

Bob Neazley. an oceanogra¬ 
pher from New York, was 
even more splendidly ac¬ 
coutred in the crimson and 
bearskin of Jhe Royal Wedch 
Fusiliers, 23rd Regiment. 

“History has always been 
my hobby, and feeling very 
patriotic I wanted to do what 
I could for the bicentennial,” 
he said. “Most of the men in 
my group of the brigade 
wanted to be American sol¬ 
diers, so to be different I de¬ 
cided to be on the British 
side. Anyway, I like the uni¬ 
form.” 

Cy Smith, a New York 
salesman, had other reasons 
far joining the brigade. “The 
bicentennial never crossed 
my mind. I just like the idea 
of using firearms.” He plays 
the role of an American sol¬ 
dier — a^voluriteer of the Mor¬ 
gan Rifle* Company. His outfit 
is simple: the homespun shirt 
and loose trousers of a fron¬ 
tier plainsman, plus a rifle, 
powder horn, pike and hunt¬ 
ing bag. 

★ ★ 

Members of the brigade are 
so intent upon looking authen¬ 
tic that they use only wool 
and linen for their clothes, 
and those who need spectacles 
have bought, themselves an¬ 
tique frames which they have 
asked their astonished op¬ 
ticians to fit with prescription 
lenses. * 

But in one respect they 
know they can never look 
quite like revolutionary sol¬ 
diers. 

“Most of us are several 
inches taller than the men o( 
those times,” commented Wil¬ 
liam Dixon who is somewhat 
large of frame. “It must hjave 
been even tougher for them to 
<-arry those heavy rifles, and 
we find them weighty 
enough.” *■

Another day , perhaps another dollar as needy unemployed lineup at manpower 

Early birds await jobs—any jobs

At seven in the morning, the stillness 
hanging over the comer of Fort and Blan- 
shard'is broken only rarely by the rumble of 
a bus or an occasional car. 

On the sidewalks, stock brokers hurry to- 
, wards office buildings whore the tickers .ire 
already beginning to clatter out the start of 
the day’s trading, waitresses rush to cafes 
due to open in half an hour and the morning 
shrift at the radio station just up from the 
comer begins to trickle m to work. 

But all the real action here, at what will 
become one of the city’s busiest intersections • 
wi less than an hour, centres around the 
doors of a new black building, its architer- 
tual ugliness proclaiming it a government 
structure, where a crowd of milling men 
await the click of a key to signal the start of 
a new day. 

The anxious moments 

Wiping _ the scabrous remains of the 
night’s sleep from their eyes, stamping feet 
clad in work boots and tennis shoes, they 
cough, spit, mumble and cadge cigarettes 
from each other. 

At first glance, they look like the crew 
building yet another office building next 
door. Most sport blue leans and work shirts 
and wear the attitude of a workingman ready 
to start another day’s chores. 

But, no, this is not a construction crew 
and the men’s business is not with the con¬ 
struction site. 

Their business Is with the people who 
work in the ugly black building, identified by 
a typical federal government logo as the Vic¬ 
toria office* of Canada Manpower. 

These men are the unemployed. 

They are here, waiting in the morning 
chill, for a chance to find a job. to earn the 
money with which they will buy their meals 
the next day, pay their rent, make the pay¬ 
ment at the bank. 

On this morning there are about 15 of 
them, waiting for seven o’clock when a Man¬ 
power job counsellor will unlock the doors 
and put out a clipboard on which the men 
will write their names, their phone numbers, 
lining up to wait for a chance to supply that 
information. 

An unreal setting 

Then they wait, smoking, talking quietly, 
scanning the job boards for work, a .job, 
employment, looking somehow oddly out of 
place in their rough clothing, standing out 
sharply in the antiseptic cleanliness and the 
glare of a hundred humming fluoresconi 
tubes. V 


They don’t really belong here, these work¬ 
ingmen, among the potted trees, chrome-and- 
simulated-leather fumiturp and industrial 
carpeting, and most look just slightly uncom¬ 
fortable, sitting gingerly on their chairs as 
though they expected to be ordered out at 
any moment. 

But, in a .job market where five, 10, 20 
workers clamor for every available opening, 
ting is where they have come, to Manpower, 
to register far the department’s "new’” casu¬ 
al work program, trying to make enough to 
get by until they can get steady work, hoping 
the job they’re sent out on today will develop 
into something more than a day’s work. 

The casual work program started' early 
this year just after the department moved 
here from its former offices in the federal 
building over on Vancouver Street. 

These men are here, the neat, conserva¬ 
tively-suited counsellor who unlocked the 
door is here, to provide a pool of ready labor 
on short notice to people who need someone 
to work fori them. 

The most casual thing about the program 
is its operation-no red taf* to snarl, no 
forms to fill out, no job history to compile. 

Gome in. be here early, sign your name 
and wait. 

Before 15 minutes have passed, a call 
comes in from a contractor who needs four 
mdrr for the day, maybe tomorrow, too. --- 

We’ve got the men, talk to them yourself, 
take your pick of what’s available. 

Watching the doors 

Another man, with a couple of weeks’ 
work: He’s not sure of die mun whose name 
has moved to the top of the clipboarded lisi. 

• but here’s a man who’s had some experience 
along those lines, you’ll do, come on, man. 
we’ve got work to do and the day’s not gel¬ 
ling any younger 

Some of the men drift across the street to 
a coffee shop wh we doors have just opened 
25 cents a cup. refills for a dime. 

The street Is beginning to fill with traffic, 
cigarettes are passed from hand to hand, ev¬ 
erybody watches the double doors across the 
street, no one wants to miss his chance, say 
is tiiat guy going in one of us or an employ¬ 
er? 

Relax, I saw him yesterday, he’s down 
from the Interior, needs some money to get 
home on, say, he told me yesterday there’s 
work there, in the Interior, for carpenters, 
framers, roofers, laborers, pay’s not bad but 
where the hell do you live? 

I don’t know, they say there’s work up- 
Tsland in the mines, bunk houses and good 
food, hot showerjBvery night, but no place for 
the wife and kid and I heard tbat before they 
started closing down the woods. God knows 
what it’s like now. * 


Hey, there’s a guy climbing out of a com¬ 
pany truck, headed for the office, we’d better 
get back . . . say, can you front -me a quarter 
for my coffee? 

The casual work program. 

About 12; jobs a day, no w’ay of knowing 
how many of them lead to lull-time work, 
doing everything from unloading freight cars 
to gardening, ditch-digging to house cleaning, 
framing houses to dinging beer. 

Very few pay the $2.50 an hour minimum 
wage, most of the bosses who come here 
offer $3.50, $4.20, $4.50 an hour; they want 
workers and pay tfie going rate tor a man 
who’s willing to sw’eat for them. 

Sure I pay these fellows the going rate on 
my job site, they work just like everyone 
else. 

Hell,'most of them w’ork better than ev¬ 
eryone else, they want to work, I hire a kit of 
men from here. 

Sign of williugues* 

Anyone who’s willing to get up at six in 
the morning to come down here on the off- 
chance he might get a job wants to work, 
he's not poking around to keep the IHC off 
his back. 

A lot of these men come here on foot, they 
don’t have bus fare, walking a couple of 
miles, no lunch, no other prospects. 

They work the day, gratefully wolfing a 
stray apple from someone else’* lunch bag. 
drawing their pay at quitting time so they 
••an buy a lunch tomorrow, pay for bus fare 
back to their rooms and from there back to 
manpower tomorrow morning. 

Climbing into the truck, the men hired 
look somehow more comfortable, more in 
tune, more as though they belonged. 

In the . ab of the dented, dirty pickup. 


they look as though they belong, this is their 
place, on the way to the job, a job, work, 
under the hot sun, lifting, pulling, pushing, 
hammering, raking, shoveling, sweating 
working. 

The truck eases into the morning rush- 
hour traffic, leaving behind those who still 
wait, sitting patiently in the humming wait¬ 
ing room, cadging smokes fund quietly dis¬ 
cussing toe day’s prospects. 

The wait continues 

By 10, most of those who weren’t called 
today have drifted off; calls come in all day. 
but there may be other work out there, there 
must be, has to be, and a guy can’t wait all 
day for it to come to him. 

Right, yes, I’m leaving now. if anything' 
comes in you can leave a message at my 
place, you’ve got the number. I’ll check in 
from time to time. 

'Of course I’ll be back tomorrow, but I’D 
be earlier, get my name higher up on that 
list. I’ve got to get my rent money by the end 
of the week. 

Into the bright sunshine, blending into the 
masses of shoppers, secretaries, messengei-s. 
tourists crowding the sidewalks, disappearing 
until tomorrow, when, again, he will be back; 
one of the few signs of life on a street waiting 
for a new day, standing in front of the ugly 
black building, rubbing the remains of to¬ 
night’s sleep fr>m his eyes, stamping work- 
boot-clad feet, coughing, spitting, mumbling, 
cadging cigarettes, waiting for s job, any 
job. 

A man’s gotta wofk. after all. and if times 
are hard, he’s gotta work at what he get. 

This, for now , is where he’s gotta come to 
gel it.

A spokesman lor toe Pollu¬ 
tion Grntrul Branch said that 
there are three sides to the 
permit stipulations. The first 
governs the operations of toe 
bleach kraft pulp mill. This 
will require equipment to han¬ 
dle 50,000 tons of effluent a 
day, including suspended 
solids and settlement solids 
This work must be completed 
by Dec. 31, 1978. 

Additional installations will 
be necessary in the wood 
room. 

Pollution there result* pri¬ 
marily from wood chips and 
bark residue in the barking 
operation, and will call for 
better centrifugal cleaner sys¬ 
tems to remove suspended 
solids.

That wealthy few

LONDON (UPT) - One per cent of the papulation still 
owns 28.1 per cent of the personal wealth in Britain, accord¬ 
ing to a report of the Royal Commission on the Distribution 
of Income and Wealth. 

The Commission, headed by Lord Diamond and appointed 
by the Labor government in August 1974 “to undertake an 
analysis of the current distribution of personal income and 
wealth and of available information on past trends in that 
distribution’’ reported that the top 20 per cent of Britons be¬ 
tween them own 82.4 per cent of the country’s wealth. 

Nevertheless figures show a pronounced shift in the bal¬ 
ance of wealth since the Second World War. 

“The most pronounced change in the distribution of in¬ 
come between 1938-39 and 1972-73 in the Inland Revenue 
tables before and after tax was the fall in the share of the top 
1 per cent to about one-third of the pre-war level,” the report 
said.

Canadian shipyards are 
going to continue needing tax¬ 
payer support if they are to 
compete successfully in world 
markets, according to federal 
Trade Minister Alastair Gille¬ 
spie. 

In a recently - prepared 
statement the minister 
stressed that Canadian ship¬ 
builders face stiff competition 
from other shipbuilding na¬ 
tions and .these nations 
continue to give financial sup¬ 
port to their industries. 

_ Gillespie said that current 
government assistance to the 
industry is provided by two 
subsidy programs. The first is 
the Ship Construction Subsidy 
Regulations. 

The SOSR provide for a sub¬ 
sidy of 35 per cent on the con¬ 
struction of fishing vessels 
and 17 per cent on otl\er com¬ 
mercial vessels. 

The second is the Shipbuild¬ 
ing Temporary Assistance 
Program which provides a 
subsidy of 17 per cent op ves¬ 
sels iur export. 

The financial assistance 
under these two programs 
will be about $45 million this 
year. 

The two programs have 
created Employment stability 
in the shipbuilding industry, 
Gillespie said.

Prior to the motion, several 
bands had threatened to pull 
out of the district council if 
denied the right to seek fediV- 
al government assistance. 

The union <5f British Colum¬ 
bia Chiefs decided May 1 to 
reject all funding from the 
federal government in an ef¬ 
fort to achieve independence. 

The west coast group was 
one of several in the province 
to refuse their share of the $50 
million annual Indiar Affairs 
department budget. In mid- 
July the union announced that 
individual bands would be 
free to accept the federal 
funding they required.

The provincial fish and 
wildlife branch has appealed 
the building of an access road 
for B.C. Hydro’s proposed 
Seven Mile dam on the Pend 
d’Oreille River in the west 
Kootenay, because it could 
spoil wintering raage far 
white-tailed deer. 

James Walker, co-ordinator 
of the branch’s habitat protec¬ 
tion section, said in Victoria 
Friday the appeal had been 
made under the Water Act in 
early June and a hearing will 
be held before a cabinet com¬ 
mittee in the legislative build¬ 
ing on Aug. 20. 

Walker saUT the proposed 
access roa<L^would cut right 
through “ond of Hie last good 
wintering ranges” for white- 
tailed deer in the area. The 
present herd numbers about 
1,700. he said, but the range is 
capable of supporting about 
4,000 animals. 

A compromise agreed to by 
B.C. Hydro and the wildlife 
branch would-have been “the 
building of a road down Nine 
Mile Valley,” Walker said. 

But local residents ob- 
. jeoted at a public hearing 
and that solution was ruled 
out, he said. 

The wildlife branch wants 
the access road built on the 
south side of the Pend 
d’Oreille River liecause this 
would not interfere with the 


deer. But Hydro wants the 
road on the north side be¬ 
cause it would be cheaper and 
give easier access, Walker 
said. 

An appeal has also been 
registered against the north 
road by the Trail Wildlife As¬ 
sociation ntfiich wanted the 
hearing to be held in Trail in¬ 
stead of Victoria. 

The provincial government 
approved construction of the 
$500 million dam on the Pend 
d Oreille, 12 miles southeast 
of Trail, last January. 

In making the announce¬ 
ment, Resources Minister 
Robert Williams said it will 
produce a higher power yield 
per acre flooded than any 
other potential hydroelectric 
site in the province. 

When completed, the dam 
and generating units will pro¬ 
duce 700,000 kilowatts from 
500 acres of flooded river. 
First power is scheduled for 
production in 1980 from three 
175.000-kilowatt generators 
with provisions for a fourth to 
be added later. 

Williams said all the power 
would be for use in the prov¬ 
ince with none scheduled for 
export to the U.S. 

He also said Hydro, wildlife 
and other agencies would be 
co-operating closely through¬ 
out the construction period.

While August is a fairly 
lazy month in the garden, 
there are still one or two jobs 
which shouldn’t be neglected, 
.and one of these is the prun- 

While many gardeners 
leave their chore until fall or 
even early spring, I think it 
pays to clear out the old .fruit¬ 
ed wood as soon as possible 
after the last of the fruit has 
been picked. This gives the 
new young shoots plenty ofe 
elbow room in which* to de¬ 
velop during the remainder of 
the growing season. 

★ ★ ★ , 

The best guide to the prun¬ 
ing of black currants, as dis¬ 
tinct from red currants, while 
currants and gooseberries, is 
to remember that almost all 
the fruit is bam on one-year- 
old and two-year-old wood, 
never on old wood like the 
other currants. 

This exxplains fhy old, un¬ 
pruned bushes bear a crop 
only on the extreme tips of 
the branches, where the wood 
is very young. 

Tht trick here is, first, to

take out any droopy outside 
branches entirely, removing 
in each case the older growth 
and encouraging fresh young 
shoots to sprout into positions

Some work is necessary in 
the strawberry patch, too, 
now that picking is over. 

If your beds were netted 
against the birch, the nets 
should be removed now, and 
cleaned of straw and leaves, 
and hung up in the sun to dry 
thoroughly before storing 
away. . 

Store in a mouse-proof place, 
for* these rodents seirn to 
make a fiendish delight in 
chewing through the mesh. 

Runners required for plant¬ 
ing up replacement strawber¬ 
ry beds should be taken up 
and transplanted this month, 
making sure they come from 
only the healthiest and best¬ 
cropping mother plants. 

The sooner new beds are 
planted up, the more time 
they will have for establishing 
themselves comfortably in 


their new home before the 
end of the growing season. 

* * ★ 

Generally speaking, straw¬ 
berry beds planted up before 

carry an early crop .next 
year, while later plantings are 
usually de-blossomed. 

There seems to be a definite 
advantage in removing all fo¬ 
liage from established straw¬ 
berry beds after fruiting, fh 
taking off the leaves, you get 
rid of a lot of aphids, mites, 
mildew and other fungus 
spores which might otherwise 
carry over into next year. 

There are several ways of 
defoliating the plants. My 
neighbor, Ernie, runs his rota¬ 
ry laWri mower over his 
strawberry patch, just like 
mowing the lawn, then rakes 
up and composts the mow¬ 
ings. 

★ * * 

With small backyard beds, 
the foliage can be snipped off 
with the garden shears. My 
own preference is to burn 
over my strawberry patch 
with a quick flash fire, for 


X 


fire is the greatest cleansing 
agent of them all. 

After the required runners 
are dug up and transplanted, 
the straw between the rows is 

help it dry out, then when it is 
thoroughly dry, I pick a calm 
day and touch a match to the 
windward side of the patch. 

I have never experienced 
any injury to the roots 
through this technique, for I 
don't allow the fire to 
smoulder for any great length 
of time in any one place. 

My plants seem to be 
cleaner than Ernie’s, and the 
berries have more of a spar¬ 
kle to them, but whether this 
is due to the burning or to the 
routine spraying with captan 
and wettable sulphur, I 
couldn’t say. 

Before starting any fires, 
though, you had better check 
and see if any ban against 
burning is in effect in your 
district. And in any ease it is 
a good idea to rig up the gar¬ 
den hose and keep it handy in 
case things tend to get out of 
control

My philosophical friend the physi¬ 
cist. whose last communication told of a 
trying afternoon with his two Great 
Danes, now. writes me of his latest 
misadventure.

Don’t light any campfires 
and don’t smoke in the forests 
this weekend, a Langford 
ranger district spokesman 
warned Friday after the sixth 
fire of the week was confined 
to 10 acres on Lone Tree Hill 
near Second Lake. 

The afternoon fire was the 
fourth in the Highlands this 
week following two on Mount 
Finlayson and another near 
Pease Lake. 

The fire hazard has been 
extreme for the last two 
weeks. 

The spokesman said it was 
impossible to ban campfires 
or close the woods as the dry, 
fire-prone conditions are pe¬ 
culiar to the south end of Van¬ 
couver Island and such bans 
must be made for the whole 
forest district which includes 
part of the mainland. 

He asked that hikers and 
campers be “extremely care¬ 
ful” and that smokers butt all 
cigarettes or shred them on 
bare rocks rather than on 
moss or dry stumps. 

The spokesman said the 
Highlands’ fires were all in 
areas frequented by campers 
and hikers. 

The Lone Tree Hill fire was , 
reported at 3:45 p.rt. Friday 
after being spotted by a pri¬ 
vate aircraft. About 20 dumps 
of fire retardant were made 
from the air and a crew of 30 
men using tanker trucks and 
a bulldozer worked to confine 
the fire by nightfall. 

A smoldering beach fire of 
the past few weeks on Saan- 
ichton Spit grew Friday but 
the burning logs and debris 
were btilldo/ed into the water.

Jim Innes swims two miles a daj7. worships the sun 
and has a tanned body that most 40-year-olds would 
envy. He wiU be 70 on Aug. 13. 

He eats health foods, some meat and plenty of fish, 
doesn't smoke or drfnk and doesn’t believe in taking 
pain killers. 

He gets up between 5 and 6 a.m., does pushui>s and 
exercises on apparatus in his room before a breakfast 
of sunflower seeds, bananas, wheat germ, vitamins and 
raw milk (nut pasteurized>. 

His lunch consists of a glass of buttermilk and 
perhaps a piece of bran loaf and he does his two miles 
in the Bickerton Court pool between 5:30 and 6:30 p.m.. 
when everybody else is eating supper. 

“My daughter and grandchildren (he has 11 grand¬ 
children and five great-grahdchildren • think I’m a 
whiz, but I’m not,” Innes said. 

His favorite place to sunbathe is on the roof of a 
carport, a few feet below' the first-floor apartment in 
which he lives with his wife Effie. They will celebrate 
their 50th wedding anniversary on Jan. 4. 

He spends four to five hours basking on every 
sunny day and credits sunshine for curing rheumatism 
which he had last year. * 

Although he doesn't hum except on his nose and 
Ii(js, Innes has what he claims is the perfect remedy for 
sunburn: 

“Get « goose, save the oil off it and put it in tlx* 
fridge." * 

On cloudy days, Innes plays the organ. He used to 
play a saxophone and violin for dances. 

Innes says he never has a cold. And the only hospi¬ 
tal stay he remembers was as a nine-year-old in Win¬ 
nipeg when a door on a construction site “caved my 
head in.” He has a silver plate in his skull as a souve¬ 
nir of that injury.

"wc normally get a couple of 
reports of lost wallets every 
day,” disclosed 32 wallets and 
purses were reported stolen 
Sunday through Thursday —

The 32 victims included 18 
men and 14 women, most of 
them over their 20s and from 
out of town."‘Ip almost every 
case, the loss of puree or vsal 
* fpt was htfcjioiod until thaurjcfe, 
tims returned to their hotel or 
home 

“We have had no in¬ 
telligence that professional 
pickpockets were in town but 
it seems apjincorhmonly high 
figure,” Gram said. 

The matter came to light 
when Grant saw a “way 
above average” number of 
theft reports going through 
his hands in his job of corre¬ 
lating all reports written by 
individual policemen. He no¬ 
tified Chief J. F. Gregory, 
who authorized the public 
warning. 

“It’s not usually a major 
problem,” said Grant.. “We 
sometimes will get a rash of 
pickpocket thefts for three 
days or so, then nothing for 
two T>r three weeks, then an¬ 
ther rash.” 

Most ,nt the 32 victims did 
not know exactly where the 
wallet or purse disappeared. 
The men usually lost their 
wallets from hack pockets 


while the women put their 
handbags down while shop¬ 
ping and purses vanished be¬ 
fore they picked them up 
again. 

Grant said women should 
keep a tight hold on their 


handbags at all times but the 
solution for men is a bit more 
difficult. 

The problem is that most 
men we^r a loose shirt and 
tight slacks, but no jacket, 
while holidaying these days. 


Grant says the wallet should 
either he in a buttoned ba<!k 
pocket or in a side pocket. 

There’s also the possibility 
of a money belt and. anyway, 
"tourists should carry only a 
minimum of cash.”

Mr. Justice Hutcheon, a 
B.C. Supreme Court, judge, 
will have until Aug. 12 to 
bring down a non-bfnding re¬ 
port on the dispute, which has 
shut down all B.C. pulp mills 
since July 16. 

The southern interior and 
codstaJ sections of the Inter¬ 
national Woodworkers of 
America (IWA), representing 
about 40,000 workers, have 
stayed on the job. 

Shewaga. in a telephone in¬ 
terview from Vancouver, said 
the two pulp unions hare not 
modified their demands for a 
$1.50 an hour increase on the 
present base rate of $5.10. The 
IWA is asking for $1 an hour, 
while the companies have 
only cost-of-Hving increases in 
a. one-year contract. 

The demands won’t be 
changed jjntil the iorest com¬ 
panies. represented by Forest 
Industrial Relations and Pulp 
and Paper Industrial Rela¬ 
tions Bureau, make some 
move away from their present 
proposal, he said. 

There is always room in ne¬ 
gotiations for compromise, 
Shewaga said, and few' unions 
expect to’ get exactly what 
they initially ask for.

Most of Highlands good for housing 


About 60 per cent of. land in 
the southern Highlands, desig-’ 
nated in the regional plan fin- 
urban development, is suit¬ 
able for housing, an Environ¬ 
ment Canada study says. 

The 35-page report was pre¬ 
pared at the request of the 
Capital Region Board as envi¬ 
ronmental background for 


planning a new' community in 
the rugged area 10 miles 
northwest of Victoria. 

The study covers 3,500 
acres. The provincial govern¬ 
ment has already purchased 
about 1.200 acres and is nego¬ 
tiating for more in its housing 
development plan. 

The study breaks the area 


dow'n into * eight landscape 
types, and recommends "two 

— hillside slopes and flatlands 

— for development. 

But the other, more fragile, 
areas >mu|t be protected from 
development and used as open 
space or to break up housing 
into small clusters, the report 
said. 


Disadvantages of develop¬ 
ment.are the possibility of ra¬ 
pidly-spreading fires on steep 
slopes, frequent fog and un- 
seasonal trost, and possible 
wind damage. 

The researchers suggested 
locating housing on shallow- 
soil land on moderate slopes, 


with roads and services con¬ 
centrated on lower flatlands.

(Courtenay lawyer Vic Stephens) and Mack¬ 
enzie (Powell River’s Guy Harrington! rid¬ 
ings, Wallace Is optimistic the Conservatives 
can provide the third party “moderating 
force” between NDP and Social Credit. 


Wallace promised a “shoe leather" cam¬ 
paign from the Tories — and said he himself 
will visit every riding in the province before 
the fall session. 

A poll conducted by the B.C. Conservative 
party indicates that while -many people are 
unhappy with the NDP government, nearly a 
majority think the NDP will win a second 
time. 

Of 462 people surveyed in the Vancouver 
area. 48 per cent said they think the NDP 
will come first in the next election, compared 
with 21 per cent whj think the Social Credit 
party would win. 

Five per cent said they thought the Tories 
would come first,- two per cent saw victory 
for the Liberals, and 24 per cent had no idea. 

_ Oscar Johvicas. the provincial Tory , 
party’s executive director, said that inter¬ 
views were conducted in five provincial con¬ 


stituencies the NDP now holds: the three 
Burnaby seats, Coquitlam and„New West¬ 
minster. 

Explaining why the poll was conducted in 
strong NDP country, Wallace said it was 
because the party member who came for¬ 
ward and offered to do the survey either 
resided or had his office in that area. 

Wallace w-oulf! not reveal the name of the 
volunteer: "I’m not sure he wants his name 
bandied around in public." 

Wallace went on to say the impression he 
gets from his owm travels is that live NDP 
has done “certain things which are likely to 
win them votes,” namely helping elderly and 
lower Income people. 

He wouldn't say that the NDP was hard to 
beat. “I’m saying there’s a»strong impression 
that they’ll be hard to lieal but I don’t accept 
by any means that they’re unbeatable."

Indian women do not lose their 
rights to live on the reserve 
under the present law.

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Works 
of art 
trace 
history

NEW YORK, N.Y.-The 
French Revolution of 1789 waa 
one at the most important 
events In Western history. It 
seems appropriate that the 
current exhibition devoted to 
it at the metropolitan Muse¬ 
um- of Art—'‘French Painting 
1774-1830: The Age of Revolu¬ 
tion"—coincides with*, the 
United States’ own bicenten¬ 
nial. 

The art of the 56-year 
period on which this extraor¬ 
dinary exhibition concentrates 
-from the reign of Louis XVI 
through the Revolution, Napo¬ 
leon's empire, and the Bour¬ 
bon restoration—has received 
but superficial study in the 
past. 

The major contribution of 
the exhibition, supplemented 
by a voluminous catalog, is 
that it subjects this dramatic 
period to unprecedented scru¬ 
tiny and exposes an underly¬ 
ing complexity. 

Tha show includes 92 ar¬ 
tists, ranging from such 
famed painters as David, 
Ingres, Gericault, and Dela¬ 
croix to virtually unknown ar¬ 
tist*. Moreover, it presents 
the total spectrum of French 
painting within this period- 
the portraits, landscapes, and 
•till life*, as well as the most 
familiar "grand genre’’ of his¬ 
tory paintings. 

The chno.K>logical arrange¬ 
ment of the exhibition enables 
the viewer to observe the evo¬ 
lution and interaction of 
various styles and themes. 

The most unusual feature is 
that the exhibit is really about 
politics rather than art. The 
viewer is encouraged to relate 
the paintings to their histori¬ 
cal contextx. The result is that 
the art, some of which is quite 
bad, becomes a cultural sym¬ 
bol, a key to national experi¬ 
ence. 

For example, the grand 
genre painting that dominates 
the age developed in response 
to the Enlightenment and in 
reaction against the frivolous 
court style. 

The King’s salon painters 
and those at the French Aca¬ 
demy in Rome were en¬ 
couraged to elevate the moral 
tone of art by introducing 
heroic themes from antiquity. 
Paintings ensued such as Da¬ 
vid’s "Death of Socrates,’’ 
"Andromache Mourning Hec¬ 
tor,” and "Belisarius,” which 
are mors political in intent 
than content and which prose¬ 
lyte for a political religion of 
self-sacrifice and martyrdom. 

It is significant that reli¬ 
gious painting, which existed 
prior to the Revolution, ex¬ 
pired with it, and that paint¬ 
ings that dealt with Christian 
themes became about as pop¬ 
ular as the "divine right of 
kings.’’ Artists during the 
Revolution used myths and 
heroic tales to exalt common 
men rather than kings and 
searched desperately for a 
new creed. 

They found at least a new 
god in Napoleon. In Ingres’ 
portr a it, one of the finest 
paintings In the show, Napo¬ 
leon looks less like & 'human 
being than arrexotic griffin. 

It waa during the Napoleon¬ 
ic empire that the Mythologi¬ 
cal paintings such as Gnos's 
"Sappho at Leucadia,” Reg- 
nault’s “Judgement of Paris,’’ 
and Ingres’ “Jupiter and 
Thetis” become erotic, deca¬ 
dent, and tormented, prefigur¬ 
ing the Romantic obsession 
with personal suffering, and, 
with all the melodramatic 
eye-rolling and hand-wring¬ 
ing, Inspiring occasional 
mirth. 

Under Louis XVIH, the res¬ 
tored Bourbon King, Christian 
themes resurfaced with con¬ 
ciliatory images of the peas¬ 
antry and the monarchy. But 
underlying these and the clas¬ 
sical, mythological, and genre 
s^nes, the concern with indi¬ 
vidual psychology and emo¬ 
tion is even more intense. 

It seems inevitable that, 
after the Revolution, artists 
began to look inward, for the 
56 years this, exhibition en¬ 
compasses may well qualify 
as the most disillusioning in 
French history. 

During that, short time, 
France lost faith respectively 
in the monarchy, the Revolu¬ 
tion, and Napoleon, and suc¬ 
cumbed to a bereavement of 
value. The fact that so many 
of the paintings depict suffer- 
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Napoleon on throne by Ingres

ing, particularly mental an¬ 
guish, fs a reflection of the 
larger cultural crisis. 

A magnificent Delacroix al¬ 
legorical painting, "Liberty 
Leading the Peppre,” stands 
out as an affirmation of the 
future, a triumph of hope over 
experience. 


Originally, the show would 
have cost the Detroit Institute 
and the Met, which agreed to 
share it in the United States, 
estimated 5100,000 each, 
according to Met director 
Thomas Hoving. 

But confronted with a cost 
that had nearly quadrupled, 


Hoving insisted on cutting the 
show and lopped off all the 
paintings from Russia, among 
others. 

The upshot is that the exhi¬ 
bition opened in Detroit with 
150 paintings and appears at 
the Met with 147. The cuts 
provoked a predictable bar¬ 


rage of criticism against Hov¬ 
ing. 

Yet 4he deletions are felt 
more acutely by the academic 
or the art historian than by 
the average museum-goer. 

The exhibition will be on 
display at the Met through 
Sept. 7.

A new hope for curing leuke¬

Sometimes there is a heavy 
emphasis on sex and an effort 
to turn worship Into a Diony¬ 
sian revelry which, to Puritan 
eyes, is just plain, old- 
fashioned lust. At other times 
it sounds like Medieval mys¬ 
ticism or Buddhism. 

Psychedelic liturgy is a de¬ 
liberate effort to escape the 
limitations of personality and 
enter into an restscy that is 
nonratkmal, sexual, and pri¬ 
mordial. That such ritual will 
become popular, however, is 
very doubtful, though there is 
a tendency to think that what-, 
ever is new is Hght and points 
the way to the future develop¬ 
ment of the church which only 
reactionary Puritans oppose. 

It may be that Sunday will 
disappear as it has in the Cey¬ 
lon calendar. Arthur Clarke, 
who lives in Ceylon, believes 


that the Buddhist influence 
will spreqd with its practice 
of poya days which may fall 
on weekdays and worship 
after work. Sunday on this 
continent is increasingly re¬ 
served for sports, holiday, or 
work. 

It is very difficult to find 
out what people really be¬ 
lieve. Thus Professor David 
Martin studying the religious 
situation in England, found 
that one in four of the agnos¬ 
tics and atheists pray to God 
and think Christ was some¬ 
thing more than a man. Fifty 
per cent of those who do not 
go to church still believe in 
prayer. 

Professor Guy Swanson 
found that surveys in Great 
Britain, Scaftdinavia, and 
the Low Countries showed that 
between eighty and eightyfive 
per cent of adults are be¬ 
lievers. 

An incredible complacency 
grips many writers as it is ob¬ 
vious that paganism and ag¬ 
nosticism have swept over 
Europe and engulfs this conti¬ 
nent as well. 

Clergymen are most gloomy 
over the declining influence of 
the ^iurch. The age group 
from 20 to 35 is lost to most 
churches. 

The government of B.C is 
promoting the sale of liquor 
by making it available in 
stores. Drinking in public is 
permitted and beaches have 
become dangerous with bro¬ 
ken beer bottles. 


Abortion is available on re¬ 
quest and some hospitals have 
days set apart for this opera¬ 
tion. Such moral Issues as the 
destruction pf the environ¬ 
ment find the church ineffec¬ 
tive and the preservation of 
the w hales is left to a secular 
group. 

It is difficult for parents to 
find a movie that is not filled 
with violence and sex. The 
universities are almost com¬ 
pletely alienated from the 
Christian church and faith. 

Cardinal Wright holds that 
the tide is coming in again 
and that “a generation of 
, crooks, is followed by a gener¬ 
ation of saints/’ Most cler¬ 
gymen, however, see hard 
times ahead for the church.

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Bars havens 
for smokers 
in Minnesota 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (UPI) - 
Minnesota smokers may find 
themselves drinking more to 
enjoy a smoke — as a matter 
of necessity. 

As of Friday, bars were 
about the only public places 
where a smoker could enjoy a 
light. The Minnesota Clean In¬ 
door Air Act, considered one 
of the best in the country by 
anti-smoking enthusiasts, took 
effect Friday. It bans smok¬ 
ing in public places and at 
public meetings except in de¬ 
signated smoking areas. 

There is still some confusion 
as to bow the law applies to 
bars and restaurants. For in- 




stance, it allows smoking in 
bars. But that raises the ques¬ 
tion of whether an establish¬ 
ment having both a bar and 
restaurant can classify the en¬ 
tire premises as a bar and 
allow smoking throughout.' 

The department of public 
health said Friday a bar is 
the only public place that can 
l?e designated a smoking area 
in its entirety. This designa¬ 
tion must be posted conspicu¬ 
ously on all entrances normal¬ 
ly used by the public. 

The new law defines a pub¬ 
lic place as "any enclosed, in¬ 
door area used by the general 
public or serving as a place of 
work, including, but not limit¬ 
ed to restaurants, retail 
stores, offices and other com¬ 
mercial establishments, pub¬ 
lic conveyances, hospitals, 
nursing homes and auditori¬ 
ums.” 

Where a public place con¬ 
sists of a single room, one 
side of the room must be post¬ 
ed as a no-smoking area. 

Under the law, owners must 
make reasonable efforts to 
prevent smoking by "posting 
appropriate signs, arranging 
seating to provide a smoke- 
free area, asking smokers to 
refrain from smoking upon re¬ 
quest of a client or employee' 
suffering discomfort from the' 
smoke, or any other means 
which may be appropriate." 

The smoking prohibition 
does not apply in cases where 
a hall is rented and the ar¬ 
rangements for a social func¬ 
tion are under private spon¬ 
sorship and does not extend to 
factories, warehouses and 
similar places of work not 
usually frequented by the gen¬ 
eral public.

Big U.S. dam 
just escapes

strong quakes 

OROVILLE, Calif. (UPI) — ‘A series of earth¬ 
quakes, centered only five miles from the nation's 
tallest earthfilled dam, rolled across a sprawling 
section of northern and central California, Friday. 

The strongest quake, which registered 6.1 on the 
Richter scale at Cal Tech, injured 10 to 15 people, 
one of them reportedly serious. It shook an area 300 
miles long and 175 miles wide. 

Plate glass windows at Oroville shattered, shop¬ 
pers fled into the streets, goods were knocked from 
store shelves and several building walls weie ciacked. 
Some residents said it lasted about a minute. 

It was the most powerful 
earthquake in California since 
' the San Fernando temblor on 
Feb. 9. 1971, which killed 65 
persons and caused 5500 mil¬ 
lion property damage. That 
quake registered 6.5. 

The state department of 
water resources established 
the epicenter at five miles 
from 770-foot high Orobille 
Dam, which impounds more 
than 3.4 million acre-feet of 
water. The huge dam is the 
keystone of the California 
water project which exports 
northern water to the arid 
south. 

A n employee walking 
across the dam when the 
quake began said it caused a 
ripple on the lake surface but 
no damage was reported to 
the embankment or its po¬ 
werhouse. 

The quake was felt in Red¬ 
ding to the north and as far 
away as Fresno in the San 
Joaquin Valley to the south. If~ 
spanned the width of Califor¬ 
nia, from San Francisco to 
Carson City, Nev. 

The tremors were recorded 
at the Canadian government’s 
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carried through, the greatest 
expansion of foreign owner¬ 
ship in Canada could come in 
the next 10 years, instead of a 
severe cutback.

This is a matter of some ur¬ 
gency when one sees that two 
new uranium developments, 
Gulf Minerals in northern Sas¬ 
katchewan and Madawaska 
Mines in Ontario, are both 
forelgn-controlled. ” 

On proposals for a Macken¬ 
zie Valley oil or natural gas 
pipeline Page charged Cana¬ 
dian Arctic Gas and multina¬ 
tional oil corporations with 
doing a “snow job” on the Ca¬ 
nadian j£>vemment. He vowed 
the CTC will dig in for a tough 
fight against the project at 
national energy board hear¬ 
ings. 

The CEC wants the project 
delayed until there is proof 
the nation needs the energy 
and Canada can provide fi- 
n a n c i n g from domestic 
sources.

bility of eventually depriving it of its mem¬ 
bership.” 

The measure was weaker than either of 
two proposals before the summit — an Egyp¬ 
tian one asking that Israel be suspended until 
it withdraws from occupied Arab lands, and 
one by the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) calling for Israel’s outright expulsion.

When fire broke out about 
11 a.m. in an eight-suite house 
ort Battery, Mark Shaffer, 
who was in his upper-storey 
apartment, first called the 
fire department then swung 
from a window ledge onto a 
main floor porch where he 
helped Jean Mackenzie, an 
elderly resident confined to a 
wheelchair, out of the burning 
house. .. 4 

Shaffer, a 23-y'ear-old waiter 
and actor-playwright, then 
went into the basement suite 
where another resident, David 
Dressier, was sleeping with 
plugs in his ears, oblivious to 


the fire and commotion up- SKaffer said he heard the 
stairs. woman scream fir% several 

tirpes, saw some smoke and 
called the fire department. 
After placing the call,* lib 
opened a door into the back 
part of the house and his hair 
and moustache were singed 
by flames.. 


None of the, five people in 
the house when the fire start¬ 
ed was injured.

After her escape, Mrs. 
Mackenzie sat in her wheel¬ 
chair on the sidewalk watch¬ 
ing firemen battle the blaze. 
At jjoon, they were still fight¬ 
ing the fire, which by then 
was confined primarily to the 
cedar-shake rodf. 

The fire, at 679 Baltery, 
started when Mrs. Mackenzie 
was lighting her gas stove in 
the kitchen at the back of the 
main floor, she said. 

The stove “just blew up.” 


He then went to the front of 
the house and jumped ahout 
10 feet to the ground. 

^Mrs. Mackenzie , who said 
she has been confined to a 
wheelchair for several years, 
said her fissl tho ught w as how 
to get out. 

“I just wondered how to get 
out quickly,” she said. 


She added she had no insur¬ 
ance, "nothing,” and spumed 
several invitations from 
neighbors to go to their homes 
for a cup of tea, desiring in¬ 
stead ' to watch attempts to 
save the house. 

Firemen and police at the 
incident, which attracted a 
large number of spectators, 
said the house was almost 
completely gutted, with the 
most extensive damage on the 
main floor. ^ 

From the street, it ap-. 
pcared that a room on the top 
floor and one of the basement 
apartments escaped heavy 
damage. 


Mrs. Mackenzie and other 
tenants said they had never 
before experienced any prob¬ 
lems with their gas appli¬ 
ances. 

A branch which fell about 
100 feet from a home at 582 
St,. Charles Friday afternoon 
brought Victoria firemen to 
the scene — but there was no 
actual fire. 

A fire department spokes¬ 
man said workmen % were 
pruning trees when a branch 
fell across B.C. Hydro lines, 
causing them to pull away 
from the home a bit but not^ 
break. 

There was a flash as a short 
circuit occurred where the 
wires entered the home above 
the front door. Damage to the 
wires was minor.

Store in a mouse-proof place, 
for these rodents seem to 
make a fiendish delight in 
chewing through the mesh. 

Runners required for plant¬ 
ing up replacement strawber¬ 
ry beds should be taken up 
and transplanted this month, 
making sure they come from 
only th»k>he&lthiest and best- 
cropping mother plants. 

The sooner new beds are 
planted up, the more time 
they will have for establishing 
themselves comfortably in 


While August is a fairly 
lazy month in the garden, 
there are still one or two jobs 
"which shouldn’t be neglected, 
and one of these Is the prun¬ 
ing of the black currants. 

While many gardeners 
leave their chore until fall or 
even early spring. I think it 
pays to clear out the old fruit¬ 
ed wood as soon as possible 
after the last of the fruit has 
been picked. This gives the 
new young shoots plenty of 
elbow roofn in which to de¬ 
velop during the remainder of 
the growing season. 


Generally speaking, straw¬ 
berry beds planted up before 
Labor Day may be allowed to 
carry an early crop next 
year, while later plantings are 
usually de-bkwsomed. 

There seems to be a definite 
advantage m removing all fo¬ 
liage from established straw¬ 
berry beds after frui^jyg. In 
taking off the leaves, you get 
rid of a lot of aphids, mites, 
mildew and other fungus 
spores which might otherwise 
carry over into next year. 

There are several ways of 
defoliating the plants. My 
neighbor, Ernie, runs his rota¬ 
ry lawn mower over his 
strawberry patch, just like 
mowing the lawn, then rakes 
up and composts the mow¬ 
ings.

A University of Wisconsin 
professor said Friday he does 
not recall B.C. Resources

tral Intelligence Agency infil¬ 
tration. 

Richard Lehmann, one of 
the organizers of a conference 
In Madison, W T is., attended by 
Williams, said in a telephone 
interview the resources min¬ 
ister had said he would not be 
surprised if the CIA had infil¬ 
trated the provincial NDP go¬ 
vernment—-but that he did not 
claim it had happened. 

Williams was quoted in a 
university student newspaper, 
the Daily Cardinal June 20 as 
saying the CIA had infiltrated 
the NDP. 

Williams is in Belgium for 
at least another week and 
could not be reached for com¬ 
ment. 

Robert McClelland (SC- 
Langleyt released die story 
Wednesday in Victoria. 

Lehmann said Williams was 
the keynote speaker at a 
three-day conference in mid- 
June, which was sponsored by 
the university extension de¬ 
partment's institute of gov¬ 
ernmental affairs and the In¬ 
stitute 6f Policy Studies, 
based in Washington, D.C. 

He said Williams spoke on 
the history and accomplish¬ 
ments of NDP in British Co¬ 
lumbia. and this was followed 
by a long question-and-answer 
period.

“A great deal depends on 
the meetings next week,” She¬ 
waga said. 

Mr. Justice Hutcheon, a 
B.C. Supreme Court judge, 
will have until Aug. 12 to 
bring down a non-binding re¬ 
port on the dispute, which has 
shut down all B.C. pulp milLs 
since July 16. 

The southern interior and 
coastal sections of the Inter¬ 
national Woodworkers of 
America IIWA), representing 
about 40,000 workers, have 
stayed on the job. 

Shewaga, in a telephone in¬ 
terview from Vancouver, said 
°the two pulp unions ha vie not 
modified their demands for a 
jin hour wcreaxe on the. 
pfesent base rate of S3.io. The 
IWA is asking for 31 an hour, 
w’hile the companies have 
only coot-of-living increases in 
a one-year contract. 

The demands won’t be 
changed until the forest com¬ 
panies, represented by Forest 
Industrial Relations end Pulp 
and Paper Industrial Rela¬ 
tions Bureau, make some 
move away from their present 
proposal, he said. 

There ts always room in ne¬ 
gotiations for compromise, 
Shewaga said, and few unions 
expect to get exactly what 
they initially ask for. 

The pulp union proposals 
are very close, he said, to the 
average settlements in B.C. in 
the last-year.- 

Morale of the striking pulp 
workers is good, he said, but 
there is some disappoint¬ 
ment, on the part of some 
IWA members as well, that 
the PPWC and the Canadian 
Paj>erworkers Union are on 
strike by themselves. 

It had been expected that 
the IWA would strike in con¬ 
cert with the pulp unions, but 
the IWA agreed to abide by a 
request by Labor Minister 
William King that there be no 
strike action until Mr. Justice 
Hutcheon’s report is in. 

“Tt would' have come to 
head a lot sooner if the fight 
had been broader," Shewaga 
said. 

That the IWA has stayed on 
the .job will be reflectel in the 
final settlement which it will 
probably accept as well, he 
said.

PORT ALBERNI — The 
young jieopie of Port Alberni 
who use the Gyr9 Youth 
Centre are taking an activist 
role to solve the centre’s most 
pressing problem — the lack 
of permanent staff. . 

About 25 of them demon¬ 
strated in an orderly lashion 
outside the municipal building 
this week carrying placards 
uniing the city to take a more 
active Interest in the centre. 
On Ih» same day. eight tit 
them attended the city council 
meeting to disctlss the matted 

The * main poi nt t hey made 
with council was that, aside 
from the Youth Program Co¬ 
ordinator from tlie Parks and 
Recreation Commission, the 
centre has never had any per¬ 
manent staff to carry out its 
programsv All have been on 
short term grants. 

During the past year, staff 
was obtained for from a few 
weeks to three months from 
such diverse ^ources as the 
.Alcohol and Drug Commis¬ 
sion. the department for the 
non-medical use of drugs. Stu¬ 
dent Community Services, 
Special Services for Children, 
Local Initiatives Program and 
Opportunities for Youth. 

“•A staff member, working 
only on "a three-month grant, 
takes two months getting used 1 
to the programs of the facility 
and the people,” said Jim 
Phillips, spokesman for the 
group. 

“When the grant runs out, 
he usually leaves, and the 
whole process of establishing 
relationships begins again 
with someone else,” he said. 

He called for four full time 
staff members for the centre, 
plus upkeep and equipment 
supplies. 

Aid. Mel Massey agreed 
with .the delegation that the 
pioscnt stop-and-go funding is 
“not what is needed.” It pre¬ 
cludes a real rapport between 
the staff of the centre and the 
youth, he said. 

It is obvious, Massoy said, 
that the approximate 3100.000 
going into Gyro from various 
sources is still inadequate. 

He indicated, however, that 
it would be impossible for the 
city fo find-the necessary ad¬ 
ditional funds, and he urged 
the delegation to seek financ¬ 
ing trom other levels of gov¬ 
ernment.

Province refuses 
intervention bid 


Canadian Prtst 

Hundreds of people con¬ 
tinued to appear at fish sales 
sponsored by thp Native 
Brotherhood of British Colum¬ 
bia Friday as Recreation and 
Conservation Minister Jack 
Radfopd refused^ bid for gov¬ 
ernment intervention in the 
B.C. fishing industry dispute. 

Radford, responding to a re¬ 
quest for arbitration made by 
the Fisheries Association of 
B.C. Thursday, said the legis¬ 
lation of his department “has 
never been used for this pur-i- 
pose and was not designed to 
cover’tidequately the situation 
covered by the strike of fish¬ 
ermen. tendermen and shore- 
workers. 

"I would urge all parties to 
resume bargaining in the 
hopes that the settlement of 
the dispute can be achieved,” 
Radford said. 

The fisheries association — 
representing the 14 major fish 
packing companies oh the 
B.C. coast — had asked the 
government to set up arbitra¬ 
tion for both the minimum 
prices for fish and employee 
agreements with the United 
Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union, on strike 
since Monday. The associa¬ 


tion 6aid it was withdrawing 
its last offer to striking em¬ 
ployees and asked the govern¬ 
ment to force resumption of 
the salmon fishery by Sunday. 

About 7,000 fishermen, 
shoreworkers and tendermen 
belonging to the UFAWTJ have 
been on strike since Monday. 
The union membership voted 
81 per cent to reject the com¬ 
panies’ latest offer. 

The native brotherhood, 
which also bargains for con¬ 
tracts and agreements with 
(the fisheries association, of- 
fudaMy was‘to begin its strike 
Monday. It announced Thurs¬ 
day that its membership had 
Rejected the company’s offer 
by 71.2 per cent. 

Both the brotherhood — re¬ 
presenting most of the native 
Indian commercial fishermen 
in B.C.—and the UFAWU. 
held fish sales this week and 
plan similar sales during the 
strike. 

Thousands lined up Friday 
at Calgary for more than 
9.000 sockeye trucked in from 
Prince Rupert for sale at 30 
each. Brotherhood spokesmen 
said another load of B.C. 
salmon , would be sold there

Bands now free 
to accept funds 


PORT ALBERNI The 

bands in the West Coast Dis¬ 
trict Council of Indian Chiefs 
will be allowed to accept gov¬ 
ernment funds under a motion 
approved by the council Fri¬ 
day. 

The motion by Opetchesaht 
Chief Hughie Watts said what¬ 
ever funds are available 
should be distributed to the 14 

Vancouver Island bands. It 
implied that any west coast 
band wishing to return to fed¬ 
eral funding will be free to do 
so. 

Prior to the motion, several 
bands had threatened to pull 
out of the district council if 
denied the right to seek feder¬ 
al government assistance. 

The union of British Colum¬ 
bia Chiefs decided May 1 to 


reject all funding from tlie 
federal government in an ef¬ 
fort to achieve independence. 

The west coast group was 
one of several in the province 
to refuse their share of the 350 
million annual Indian Affairs 
department budget. In mid- 
July the union announced that 
individual bands would be 
free to accept the federal 
funding they required. 

George Watts of the UBCIC 
executive committee said Fri¬ 
day all government funds pre¬ 
viously allotted to bands to 
1975 fiscal year would he 
available. He said money de¬ 
signated for bands which con¬ 
tinue to reject, funding would 
be left untouched and re¬ 
turned to the federal depart¬ 
ment April 1 of next year.

crease the sense of worship? 
They talked of Francis of As¬ 
sisi and his Canticle of the 
Sun. 

New humanistic religious 
forms which have a close re¬ 
lation to nature, science, and 
psychiatry are emerging and 
developing their own rituals, 
so that it is common for youth 
to write their own marriage 
services. 

Whereas St. Francis was 
devoted to God, the hymns 
and rituals now written fre¬ 
quently have no reference to 

God. 

Often the liturgies com¬ 
posed in contemporary idiom 
will show contempt for formal 
religious faith. The worship¬ 
pers seek to discard reason 
and logic, by discarding all 
the traditions of the past in an 
erotic, drugged merging with 
the music, the bodies of their 
fellow's, and the life-stream of 
impersonal nature. 

Sometimes there is a heavy 
emphasis on sex and an effort 
to turn worship into a Diony¬ 
sian feVelry which, to Puritan 
eyes, fA'*~jCisY plain, old- 
fashioned lust. At other times 
it sounds like Medieval mys¬ 
ticism or Buddhism. 

Psychedelic ,liturgy is a de¬ 
liberate effort to escape the 
limitations of personality and 
enter into an ecstacy that is 
nonrational, sexual, and pri¬ 
mordial. That such ritual will 
become popular, however, is 
very doubtful, though there is 
a tendency to think that what¬ 
ever is new is right and points 
the way to the future develop¬ 
ment of the church which only 
reactionary Puritans oppose. 

It may be that Sunday will 
disappear as it has in the Cey¬ 
lon calendar. Arthur Clarke, 
who lives in Ceylon, believes 


that the Buddhist influence 
will spread with its practice 
of poya days which may fall 
on weekdays and worship 
after work. Sunday on this 
continent is increasingly re¬ 
served for sports, holiday, or 
work. 

It is very difficult to find 
out what people really be¬ 
lieve. Thus Professor David 
Martin studying the religious 
situation in England, found 
that one in four of the agnos¬ 
tics and atheists pray to God 
and think Christ was some¬ 
thing more than a man. Fifty 
per cent of those who do not 
go to church stai believe in 
prayer. 

Professor Guy Swanson 
found that surveys in Great 
Britain, Scandinavia, and 
the Low Countries showed that 
between eighty and eightyfive 
per cent of adults are be¬ 
lievers. 

An incredible complacency 
grips many writers as it is ob¬ 
vious that paganism and ag¬ 
nosticism have swept over 
Europe and ehgilffS this conti¬ 
nent as well. 

Clergymen arc most gloomy 
over the declining influence of 
the church. The age group 
from 20 to 35 is lost to most 
churches. 

The government of B.C. is 
promoting the sale of liquor 
by making it available in 
stores. Drinking in public is 
permitted and beaches have 
become dangerous with bro¬ 
ken beer bottles. 


Abortion is available on re¬ 
quest and some hospitals have 
days set apart for this opera¬ 
tion. Such moral issues as the 
destruction of the environ¬ 
ment find the church ineffec¬ 
tive and the preservation of 
the whales is left to a secular 
group. 

It difficult for parents to 
find a movie that is not filled 
with violence and sex. The 
universities are almost com¬ 
pletely alienated from the 
Christian church and faith. 

Cardinal Wright holds that 
the tide is coming in again 
and that "a generation of 
crooks is followed by a gener¬ 
ation of saints." Most cler¬ 
gymen, however, see . hard 
times ahead for the church.

One proposal subject of a 
joint meeting today between 


city and provincial transit of¬ 
ficials concerns the re-routing 
of buses off Humboldt and 
changing of that street to ohe- 
vvay easibound traffic only. 

The two groups met last 
Monday and at that time the 
province expressed concern 
that the Humboldt changes 
would disrupt the Fairfield 
bus as well as the loading for 
the Sboke commuter bus, ser¬ 
vice. • 

Another city traffic snag is 
expected to ease next Tues¬ 
day with the opening to north¬ 
bound traffic only of the Gov¬ 
ernment Street mall. 

But Sansom said Govern¬ 
ment was not “a major fac¬ 
tor" in downtown traffic con¬ 
gestion recently plaguing city 
drivers. 

Sansom denied recent criti¬ 
cism that the extended mall 
construction was interfering 
with retailing. 

“When they count up they’ll 
find there has been a tremen¬ 
dous amouift of interest in the 
area,” he said. 

He said , many shop owners 


have reported an increase in 
sales, but he said some had 
complained of a loss of busi¬ 
ness with the mall construc¬ 
tion. 

He said these retailers were 
“the more established stores" 
whose customers were used to 
being driven right to the door.

F oreign cash 
to flood in? 



VANCOUVER (UPI) - An 
apparent split in the federal 
cabinet could open the way to 
the greatest boom in foreign 
ownership in Canadian history 
despite recent legislation to 
screen ioreign investment, the 
Committee for an Indepen¬ 
dent Canada warned Friday. 

CIC national chairman Rob¬ 
ert Page accused Finance 
Minister John Turner of 
promising investment dealers 
in June they would have 
” complete freedom” to obtain 
money abroad to help finance 
development in the next dec¬ 
ade. 


Speaking at a news confer¬ 
ence at the opening of the 
three-day committee annual 
meeting, Page charged that 
Turner's stand amounted to a 
"direct attack” on a new 
foreign investment review act 
introduced by Trade and In¬ 
dustry Minister Alastair Gille¬ 
spie to regulate aspects of 
foreign ownership in Canada. 

“He (Turner) urged his lis¬ 
teners to go to member states 
of the Organization of Petro¬ 
leum-Exporting Countries and 
raise as much capital as they 
could,” Page said.

Big U.S. dani^ 
just escapes 
strong quakes 

OROVILLE, C$1 if. (UPI) — A series of earth¬ 
quakes, centered only five miles from the nation’s 
tallest earthfilled dam, rolled across a sprawling 
section of northern and central California, Friday. 

The strongest quake, which registered 6.1 on the 
Richter scale at Cal Tech, injured 10 to 15 people, 
one of them reportedly serious. It shook an area 300 
miles long and 175 miles wide. 

Plate glass windows at Oroville shattered, shop- 
pet's fled into the streets, goods were knocked from 
store shelves and several building walls were cracked. 
Some residents said it lasted about a minute. 

It was the most powerful 
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earthquake in California siOce 
the San Fernando temblor on 
Feb. 9. 1971, which killed 65 
persons and caused $500 mil¬ 
lion property damage. That 
quake registered 6.5. 

The state department of 
water resources established 
the epicenter at five miles 
from 770 - foot high Oroville 
Dam, which impounds more 
than 3.4 million acre-feet of 
water. The huge dam is the 
keystone of the California 
water project which exports 
northern water to the arid 
south. 

A n employee walking 
across the dam when the 
quake began said it caused a 
ripple on the lake surface but 
no damage was reported to 
the embankment or its po¬ 
werhouse. 

The quake was felt in Red¬ 
ding to the north and as far 
away as Fresno in the San 
Joaquin Valley to the south. It 
spanned the width of Califor¬ 
nia^ from San Francisco to 
Carson City, Nev. 

The tremors were recorded

On proposals for a Macken¬ 
zie Valley oil or natural gas 
pipeline Page charged Cana¬ 
dian Arctic Gas and multina¬ 
tional oil corporations with 
doing a "snow job” on the Ca¬ 
nadian government. He vowed 
the CIC will dig in for a tough 
fight against the project at 
national energy board hear¬ 
ings. 

The CIC wants the project 
delayed until there is proof 
the nation needs the energy 
and Canada can provide fi- 
n a n c i n g from domestic 
sources.

Egypt bucks militants 
in ‘expel Israel ’ move 


KAMPALA, Uganda (AP> Egypt 

bucked more-militant Arab states in the Or¬ 
ganization of African Unity on Friday and 
refused to support a move to expel Israel 
from the United-Nations. 

It then abandoned its own proposal to sus¬ 
pend Israel from the world body when it 
became clear there was substantial opposi¬ 
tion and backed a watered-down resolution 
adopted by the OAU. 

The Middle East debate began Thursday 
night and wound up early Friday as African 
presidents and prime ministers completed 
their 12th annual summit. 


Peter Onu of Nigeria, assistant secretary- 
general of the OAU. told reporters the sum¬ 
mit adopted a resolution that "requests all 
member states to take the most adequate * 
measures in order to reinforce the pressure 
exerted on Israel at the United Nations and 
its specialized agencies, including the possi¬ 
bility of eventually depriving it of *its mem¬ 
bership." 

The measure was weaker than either of 
two proposals before the summit —an Egyp¬ 
tian ope asking that Israel be suspended until 
it withdraws from occupied Arab lands, and 
one by the Palestine Liberation Organization 
calling for Israel’s outright expulsion.

Stan Shewaga of Nanaimo, 
first vice-president of the 
Pulp, Paper and Wood¬ 
workers of Canada (PPWC), 
said he Relieves the 10-day ex¬ 
tension granted Thursday to 
Mr. Justice Henry Hutcheon 
was given because it is 
thought he may be able to 
"hammer out an agreement." 

Shew aga said that personal¬ 
ly he is not "too optimistic.” 
about that prospect, "but that 
may be too rash.” 

"A great deal dei»ends on 
the meetings next week,” She¬ 
waga said. 

Mr. Justice Hutcheon. a 
B.C. Supreme Court judge, 
will have until Aug. 12 to 
bring down a non-binding re¬ 
port on the dispute, which has 
shut cknvn all B.C. pulp mills 
since July 16. 

The southern interior and 
coastal sections of the Inter¬ 
national Woodworkers of 
America (IWA), representing 
about 40;0U0 workers, have 
stayed on the job. 

Shewaga. in a telephone in¬ 
terview' from Vancouver, said 
the two pulp unions have not 
modified their demands for a 
51.50 an hour increase on the 
present base rate of $5.10. The . 
IWA is asking far $1 an hour, 
while the companies have 
only cost-of-living increases in 
a one-year contract. 

The demands won’t be 
changed until the forest com¬ 
panies, represented by Forest 
Industrial Relations and Pulp 
and Paper Industrial Rela¬ 
tions Bureau, make some 
move away from their present 
proposal, he said. 

There is always room in ne¬ 
gotiations for compromise, 
Shewaga said, and few unions 
exj>ect to get exactly w'hat 
they initially ask for. 


„ The pulp union proposals 
are very close, he said, to the 
average settlements in B.C. in 
the last year. 

Morale of the striking pulp 
workers is good, he said, but 
there is some dissappoint- 
ment, on the part of some 
IWA members as well, that 
the PPWC and the Canadian 
Paperworkers Union are on 
strike by themselves. 

It had been expected that 
the IWA would strike in con¬ 


cert with the pulp unions, but 
the IWA agreed to abide by a 
request by Labor Minister 
William King that there be no 
strike action until Mr. Justice 
Hutcheon’s report is in. 

"Tt would have come to 
head d lot sooner if the fight 
had been broader,” Shewaga 
said. 

That the IWA has stayed on 
the job will be reflectel in the 
final settlement which it will 
probably accept as well, he 
said.

Canadian Prats 

Provincial government sup¬ 
port for busing and library 
services for British Colum¬ 
bia's private schools was rec¬ 
ommended Friday by a cabi¬ 
net committee.

The 32 victims included 18 
men and 14 women, most of 
them over their 20s and from 
out of town. In almost every 
case, the loss of purse or wal¬ 
let was not noted until the vic¬ 
tims returned to their hotel or 
home. 

"We have had no in¬ 
telligence that professional 
pickpockets were in town but 
it seems an uncommonly high 
figure,” Grant said. 

The matter came to light 
when Grant saw a "way 
above average” number of 
theft reports going through 
his hands in his job of corre¬ 
lating all reports written by 
individual policemen. He no¬ 
tified Chief J. F.- Gregory, 
who authorized the public 
warning. 

"It’s not usually a major 
problem," said Grant. "We 
sometimes will get a rash of 
pickpocket thefts for three 
djB^ya or so. then nothing for 
two or three weeks, then an¬ 
other rash." 

Most of the 32 victims did 
not know exactly w’here the 
wallet or purse disappeared. 
The men usually lost their 
wallets from back pockets 


while the women put their 
handbags down while shop¬ 
ping and purses vanished be¬ 
fore they picked them up 
again. 

Grant said women should 
keep a tight hold on their 


handbags at all times but the 
solution for men is a bit more 
difficult. 

The problem that most 
men wear a loose shirt and 
tight slacks, but no jacket, 
while holidaying these days. 


Grant says the wallet should 
eitlier be in a buttoned back 
pocket or in a side pocket. 

There’s also the possibility 
of a money belt and. anyway, 
"tourists should carry only a 
minimum of cash."

Most of Highlands good for housing 


About 60 i>er cent of lard in 
the southern Highlands, desig¬ 
nated in the regional plan for 
urban development, isl suit¬ 
able for housing, an Embroil¬ 
ment Canada study says. 

The 35-page report was pre¬ 
pared at the request of the 
Capital Region Board as envi¬ 
ronmental background for 


planning a new community in 
the rugged area 10 miles 
northwest of Victoria. 

The study covers 3jj00 
acres. The provincial’govern¬ 
ment has already purchased 
about 1,200 acres and is nego¬ 
tiating for more in its housing 
development plan. 

The study breaks the area 


down into eight landscape 
types, and recommends two 

— hillside slot>es and flatlands 

— for development. 

But the other, more fragile, 
areas must be protected from 
development and used open 
space or to break up housing 
into small clusters, the report 
said. 


Disadvantages of develop¬ 
ment are the possibility of ra¬ 
pidly-spreading fires on steep 
slopes, frequent fog and un- 
seasonal frost, and 'possible 
wind damage. 

The researchers suggested 
locating housing on shallow- 
soil land on mcxlerate slopes, 


with roads and sendees con¬ 
centrated on lower flatlands. 

The report was written by 
Drs. Slavoj Eis and E. T. Os¬ 
wald, research scientists with 
the Pacific Forest Research 
Centre.

Wallace excited by Conservative survey 


Lone Tory expects corner of vote

The next provincial election should be a 
three-cornered fight between the NDP, the 
Socreds — and toe Tories. 

That’s the view of top hard-travelling 
Tory leader from Oak Bay, Scott Wallace, 
who’s been on the move taking the political 
temperature of the province ever since the 
session ended late June. , * ' * 

V. Wallace told the Colonist Friday the 
"strong impression” he’d got from his ex¬ 
cursions was that toe NDP would be "hard to 
beat." 

"But I don’t accept by any means tliat 
they're unbeatable,” said the firey Scottish- 
born doctor who added that "there might 
well be a minority government.” 

Wallace’s three-way election forecast is 
based at least in part on both present 


members of the badly-bruised Liberal party, 
David Anderson and Gordon Gibson Jr., fold¬ 
ing their seats with slim margins. 

The Tory MLA suggests his own party 
now stands a good chance of making inroads 
into Greater Victoria. 

Last election, in toe area’s four seats, 
Wallace said Liberals and G>nservatives to¬ 
gether polled some 60 per cent of the total 
vote. 

With the Liberals in retreat, Wallace felt 
the Tories should pick up at least some of toe 
Grit votes. ’ 

And with what he claims are strong Tory 
candidates already nominated in Oomox 
(Courtenay lawyer Vic Stephens) and Mack¬ 
enzie (Powell River’s Guy Harrington) rid¬ 
ings, Wallace is optimistic toe Conservatives 
can provide the 'third party ''moderating 
force" between NDP and Social Credit. 


Wallace promised a "shoe leather” cam¬ 
paign from the Tories — and said he himself 
will visit every riding in the province before 
the fall session. 

A poll conducted by the B.C. Conservative 
party indicates that while many people are 
unhappy with the NDP government, nearly a 
majority think toe NDP will win a second 
time. 

Of 462 people surveyed in toe Vancouver 
area. 48 per cent said they think the NDP 
will come first in toe next election, compared 
with 21 per cent who think the Social Credit 
party would win. 

Five per cent said they thought the Tories 
would come first, two per cent saw victory 
for the Liberals, and 24 per cent had no idea. 

Oscar Johvicas, the provincial Tory 
party’s executive director, said that inter¬ 
view's Were conducted in five provincial con¬ 


stituencies the NDP now holds , the three 
Burnaby seats, Coquitlam and New West¬ 
minster. 

Explaining why the poll was conducted in 
strong ,NDP country, Wallace said it was 
because the party member who came for¬ 
ward and offered to do the survey either 
resided or had his office in that area. 

Wallace would not reveal the name of the 
volunteer: "I’m not sure he wants his name 
bandied around ip public." 

Wallace went on to say the impression he 
gets from his own travels is that the NDP 
has done "certain things which arejlkely to 
win them vot^J” namely helping elderly and 
lower income people. 

He wxjuldn’t say th^p*he hJDP w'as hard to 
beat ‘T T m saying there*s^a litrong impression 
that they’ll be hard to“heaCbMt I don’t accept 
by any means that they’re unbeatable."

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New Kids Series Tries to Top Sesame Street

WASHINGTON (WP) — 
Consider Scoop* Place, a 
neighborhood candy store fro¬ 
zen in time with revolving 
soda fountain stools, candy 
dispensers, rack of potato 
chip bags, banana splits with 
double scoops at ice cream 
and a door that bangs open 
and shut constantly, with a 
stream of customers on a 
first-name basis with the 
owner. 


Innovative 


, The store is just one of the 
settings for an innovative pro¬ 
gram expected to air in Jan¬ 
uary on the PBS network with 
the aim of "making math rel¬ 
evant, entertaining and not 
frightening" to children be¬ 
tween the ages of 3 an II. 

, The two most influential 
children’s television programs 
to date have been Sesame 
Street and Electric Company, 
produced by The Children’s 
Television Workshop for pub¬ 
lic television. 

Producer of the new show is 
the Educational Development 
Centre, which has no connec¬ 


tion with Children’s TelevIson 
Workshop. It was set 6p toy a 
group of Harvard and MIT 
professors in Newton, Mass., 
which obtained a $4 million 
grant for the federal Office of 
Education to develop the 
math program. The Scoop's 
Place segment is being pro¬ 
duced for EDC by Family of 
Man, Ltd., a young New York 
production group. 

Most discussions of school 
achievement focus on reading 
levels and the ability of chil¬ 
dren to make meaning of 
words, but an equally serious 
problem is mathematical 'il¬ 
literacy,*’ the^ inability to use 
numbers in a world that is in¬ 
creasingly technological and 
numerical. 

"Essentially," says EDC 
executive producer Jesus Tre¬ 
vino, "we feel the old math 
taught a lot of rote processes 
that are important to know 
but get superceded by com¬ 
puters.” 

The new math, Trevino Mid. 
went to the other extreme of 
abstract concepts that weren’t 
always practical. 

To get its ideas across, the 
math show will also us# a 
Hispanic segment being pro¬ 


duced in Los Angeles as well 
as animation and documenta¬ 
ry film techniques. 

"We are trying to draw 
from the child’s own experi¬ 
ences," said Trevino, "from 
his everyday use of mathe¬ 
matics. We are trying to com¬ 
bat this whole mathophdbia." 
The targeted audience Js pri¬ 
marily, but not exclusively, 
black and Hispanic children. 

FTom the kind of conceptual 
problems EDC has run into, 
getting ideas such as estima¬ 
tion, averaging and probabili¬ 
ty across the phosphorescent 
screen Is at least as difficult 
as it sounds. 

Amorality 

A pilot prepared last March 
was withdrawn and a new one 
is being prepared for showing 
in August. Even the original 
name of the overall program. 
Count Us In, is being recon¬ 
sidered. 

The Scoop’s Place segment, 
however, continues to roll out 
its projected 65 segments for 
tile math show. Scoop Is Ar¬ 
nold Johnson, who starred in 
the film Putney Shope, and 


the 8 tore is peopled by young¬ 
sters with names like Pretty 
Boy, Sugar Pie and MSss 
Marie. 

The setting and the store 
are the responsibility of Gre¬ 
gory Brown and his partner 
Michael Johnson, partners in 
Family of Man. Brown re¬ 
membered working in neigh¬ 
borhood stores like Scoops. 
The company found a gutted 
A-ugstore and built the candy 
store from scratch. 

In addition to the mathe¬ 
matical concepts required in 
their contract with EDC, they 
have added something they 
consider just as important: 
moral values for everyday liv¬ 
ing. 

"The amorality of chil¬ 
dren’s television disturbed 
. us,^Johnson said during an 
interview in his offices on 
New Yorit’s West 57th Street. 
"We grew up with Sky King. 
Superman and Mickey Mouse. 
They had their problems tout 
they were also little passion 
plays." 

“We felt that ‘Sesame 
Street’ was essentially harm¬ 
ful," Johnson said with youth¬ 
ful disregard nbout what 
many would consider the al- 
most-sacrilegk>us content of 


his statement. He said that 
the short “bits’* of Sesame 
Street, for example, were 
based on studies of the effec¬ 
tiveness of televison commer¬ 
cials in holding children's at¬ 
tention. 

Communication 

"We effectively broke what 
we called the five-minute bar¬ 
rier," Johnson explained. 
"While 60 seconds might get 
a message across (to chil- J 
drew) it might ateo condition 
them to expect .TO-to-OO-secood 
messages.” 

As a result, some of the 
Scoop segments run from 
three to sewn or eight min¬ 
utes. And beyond the math 
concepts, the moral message 
rings through quite clearly. 

The language and style of 
the characters in Scoop’s 
Place are definitely from an 
urban ghetto. "We’re primar¬ 
ily interested In communica¬ 
tion," said Johnson, anticipat¬ 
ing some flap about the pro¬ 
gram’s use of language. "The 
very first conflict for kids is 
language. That establishes a 
polarity between school and a 


child’s real-life experiences." 

Some of the language in the 
segments (none of it obscene) 
is at first jarring but soon 
becomes natural. 

Each of the 30-minute math 
shows will emphasize a par- 
ticular concept. A segment on 
the use of mape, for exampe, 
w i i 1 illustrate different 
aspects of the problem 
through animation as well as 
dramatic segments. 

The Scoop’s Place vignette 
on mape has a youth group 
planning a march to City Hall 
end discussing ways of avoid¬ 
ing confusion.foA map of the 
streets leading to City Hall is 
produced, showing the route 
that will be followed and the 
locations for picking up dif¬ 
ferent organizations. 

Another segment show's the 
captain of the high school 
track team resisting a girl’s 
effort to join. She pulls out a 
graph of her running times to 
refute his contention that she 
isn’t fast enough. When he 
switches to a sexist argument, 
Scoop comes to the rescue 
with a lecture about equality 
that illustrates the two¬ 
pronged approach of Johnson 
and Brown.

Television has dhways been 
difficult for the woman who 
headlines a show, a point that 
Carol once summarized this 
way: 'T think ft’s necessary 
for a comedienne to maintain 
her femininity, but I’m afraid 
I lose it. I’m not a stand-up 
comedian. I think I’d die if I 
had to just stand there and 
tell jokes.” 

She almost never tells 
jokes, . and when she does,

son writing staff that works 
under executive .producer Joe 
Hamilton, who happens to .be 
the husband of Carol Burnett. 
The weekly production budget 
averages $280,000. 

The femininity that Burnett 
worries about losing is in¬ 
sured against loss by the 
work of clothes designer Guy 
Aghayan, whose gowns cost 
from $2,000 upward, and 
which are never worn off- 
camera. The clothes and 
three daughteVs — Carrie 
Louise, 11; Joday Ann, 8, and 
Erin Kate, 7 — assure that 
Carol never has that insecure 
stridency that ruins so many 
long-runrting TV performers.

She has been on publio 
view, off and on, sinca 1354, 
when she worked 13 weeks 
with ventriloquist Paul Win- 
chell on his TV show. She 
learned a few things about 
timing and pacing from Win¬ 
ched and, better for her, it 
resolved some doubts about 
herself; "When I came to 
New' York, I thought I w'as tot) 
loud tor TV. But I got a job 
working on The Paul Winched 
Show'.” 

She also worked with a ris¬ 
ing professional comic named 
Buddy Hackett. and while 
that 1956 series lasted only 
one season, it did provide a 
showcase for Burnett’s come¬ 
dic skills. 

Hackett, who can be just 
abodt the funniest man in the 
world, has never tried another 
television series. He doesn’t 
have to, for the simple reason 
that he’s a highly paid head¬ 
liner in the nation’s top night 
clubs. Carol, however, has 
rarely been out of TV. 

Much of the audience over¬ 
looks her work with Winched 
and Hackett and remembers 
only the attention-grabbing 
comedy song she sang three 
times in one week on national 
tevevision in 1957. 

Carol was working at the 
Blue Angel in New- York and 
stopping the show almost 
every performance with a 
song written by Ken Welch.. It 
was a parody on the 
youngsters, who, even then, 
were going wild over rock ’n’ 
roll music performers. 

Welch did a switch and had 
Carol referring to the Secre¬ 
tary of State with “I Made a 
Fool of Myself Over John 
Foster Dulles.” She sang it 
for Jack Paar on a Tuesday 
night Tonight program and 
was invited back to repeat the 
number for Paar the following 
Friday. She did it again the 
following Sunday on The Ed 
Sullivan Show. Carol Burnett 
has been a star ever since. 

She became a regular on 
The Garry Moore Show', went 
on Broadway in Once Upon a 
Mattress and, inevitably, 
wound up back in California 
with her own TV series. 

She may have been over-ex¬ 
tended in 1974 when‘she went 
on tbe road with Rock Hudson 
in I Do! I Do! and appeared 
as a prostitute in the latest 
film version of The Front 
Page. 

Whatever the reason, her 
Saturday night (CBS! televi¬ 
sion series showed §ome slip¬ 
page in the ratings. An analy¬ 
sis of the weekly audience es¬ 
timates from the A. C. Niel¬ 
sen Company show's that 
Carol’s program, which had 
rarely been out of the top 20. 
dipped several times into tl)e 
bottom half of the ratings. 

Sometimes the slip was 
understandable. For example, 
when NBC’s Saturday Night 
at the Movies played the first 
half of The Godfather, Carol's 
rating was cut in half, and 
that week her show skidded to 
56th place among the 62 
prime-time shows. Her rat¬ 
ings were also hurt when 
NBC’s movie was something 
such as an all-Disney sched¬ 
ule, a Charlie Varrick, an Ok-

reddish egrets, wood storks 
and bald eagles. But despite 
Us rare offerings, the Ever- 
fcaldes is being threatened. 

An entirely different atmo- 
6]»ere is captured in program 
four, a view of the lofty peaks 
of the Grand Tetons. This 
park encompasses pyramids 
of 2Vs billion year old glacier 
carved rock, forested lower 
slopes, and a basin known as 
Jackson Hole. Discussion at 
the park revolves around the 
feeling of inspiration that the 
park offers to climbers and 
tourists alike. 

The newest of the National 
Parks •— Arches National 
Park in Utah was created 
in 1971. A national monument 
since 1929, the subject of the 
fifth pogram lies in the heart 
of red rock country in south¬ 
eastern Utah. In its 137 
quare miles, there are more 
natural stone arches,' win¬ 
dows, spires and jfihnacies 
than in any Other known sec¬ 
tion of the United States. 

Olympic National Park 
closes the series. The peninsu- 
la's 1,400 square miles contains 
a unique wilderness of rugged 
mountains, rain forests, wild¬ 
life, glaciers, lakes, streams 
and seascapes.

‘ Who said you can’t go 
home again?” 

So asked Karl Malden, star¬ 
ring as Det. Lt. Mike SJone on 
the ABC Television Network’s 
The Streets of San Francisco. 

Before embarking upon an 
acting career, Malden had 
worked in the .steel mills in 
Gary, Indiana. One day, on 
his hiatus from the series, 
Malden took time to go back 
“home” — to the Kaiser Steel 
Corporation located in Fon¬ 
tana, a Los Angeles suburb. 

”1 quit collage during my 
freshman year when I got 
clobbered In football and ran 
out of money at the same 
time. I returned to Gary In 
the midst of the Depression. I 
found a job — after two years 
— in a steel mill. I worked for 
two years as a ’cinder snap¬ 
per’ on U.S. Steels’ No. 2 open 
hearth. It was the roughest 
job on the floor — cracking 
the brick to let the liquid flow 
through. I was damned lucky 
to have the Job,” Malden re¬ 
lated. 

“When the mill in Fontana 
was started, more than 3,000 


men were hired from Gary. 
Most of the men were Ser¬ 
bian and they dubbed the new 
town in California ‘Little 
Gary.' ' 

“Going to Fontana was such 
an enjoyable experience,” 
said Malden. “It was marvel¬ 
ous reliving a part of my life. 
And what a tfiriil to see 255 
tons of molten' steel being 
tapped from an open hearth 
furnace. And watching a 
crane pull a white-hot steel 
ingot from a soaking pit for 
delivery 16 a rolling mill. 
(Temperatores for this proce¬ 
dure vary from 2,800 to 3,000 
degrees.) I enjoyed recaptur¬ 
ing the days I spent in the 
mill again and talking to the 
guys. 1111068, of course, have 
changed. For instance, when 
the cinders would get stuck in 
our throats in Gary, there 
were always barrels of 
lemons around to suck cm to 
help clear our throats. Now, 
the men are given a special 
kind of lozenge to alleviate 
this condition. 

“Yes, sir, you can go home 
again,” Malden concluded.

These villagers fell victim 
to “Minimata’s Discqs?’.’.,— 
with its ominous symptoms of 
numbness, slurred speech, 
cessation of motor functions 
and, often, death. It was soon 
recognized that the disease 
was a result of mercury poi¬ 
soning from the industrial 
wastes of the giant Chisso 
Corporation. The residents of 
Minimata ate — and still eat 
— the fish contaminated by 
the mercury, just as Ameri¬ 
cans still eat chemical preser¬ 
vatives and breathe smoggy 
air: it is their w-ay of life.

There are star actreeaea In 
films, certainly: Faye Duna¬ 
way, Liza Minnelli, Elizabeth 
Taylor, Uv Ullman, Jane 
Fonda, Ellen Burstyn, Glenda 
Jackson, Julie Christie, Pam 
Grier. 

But only one, Barbra Strei¬ 
sand, is considered a heavy¬ 
weight today in terms of box- 
office drawing power. 

Why the disparity? 

There are several Reasons, 
including the number and 
type of films being made 
these days, but the main rea¬ 
son arises from a basic dif¬ 
ference between the two me¬ 
diums : movies, tor most peo¬ 
ple. tend to be special events 
while television is a dally fix¬ 
ture. --1—• || j Mwifn —1 

Movies, with their enor¬ 
mous screens, tend to be big¬ 
ger than life in both stories 
and characters. Television 
material, both in subject mat¬ 
ter and treatment,tends to be 
scaled down to a much more 
••ordinary” level for the small 
screen. 

The result, contends Ethel 


Wlnant, head of casting and 
talent for CBS, is that women 
on television can emphasize 
warmth and vivacious ness 
rather than glamour and ec¬ 
centricity, which the big 
screen seems to demand. 

Of the female powerhouse* 
on television, she observes: 

‘‘They’re all easy to know. 
They come into your living 
room as guests and you could 
conceive of meeting them and 
sitting down to coffee.” 

What it boils down to, she 
believes, is that these warden 
are n* threatening to the 
viewers at home — women of
